Audience Hears Explanation of Inci- 
dental Benefits of Carriers to 


Agriculturists 
In his address “Wheat Fields and 
World Forces” before the Insurance 


Federation of North Dakota meeting in 
Jamestown last Thursday, Harry Cur- 
ran Wilbur of Chicago, after stressing 
the necessity of insurance to the eco- 
nomic basis of the country, told how 
stock fire insurance—or lack of it—af- 
fects the farmer. 
this: 

“Farm homes are all that remain to 
us of the original type of home when 
we consider home from the economic 
standpoint. In the old days, all homes 
were producing units. Today, with the 
exception of the farm homes, they are 
consuming units only. That fact is bring- 
ing about marked changes in the social 
structure which rests on the economic 
foundation. I want to look at the farm

Total Value in Billions

“Gigantic as that figure is, it is after 
all only a fraction of the total produc- 
tion of the agricultural home-plants of 
America. The total annual value of their 
farm products is something over $19,- 
700,000,000. These are the most care- 
fully checked figures that I have been 
able to secure. 

“Back of this vast producing ma- 
clinery stands stock fire insurance func- 
tioning in a way that is usually for- 
gotten—if not completely overlooked— 
by farmer and business man alike. I 
am referring to the protection that is 
thrown about grains in transit or stored in 
the great elevators at central points. 

This Protection Essential 


“Without that protection the elevators 
could not exist, and without the ele- 
vators there would be not only conges- 
tion in the harvest season but a glutted 
market that would automatically force 
prices down, to the complete ruin of 
the producer.

Manufacturing Cost of 
Insurance Is Moderate 





By WILLIAM QUAID, Vice-President Southern Fire 


Some time ago I was attending a din- 
ner of insurance men, where a speaker 
got up and talked about the profession 
of insurance. To me the word profes- 
sion implies practice. For instance, one 
practices law, one practices medicine and 
one of the great troubles with insurance 
is that a great many of us try to prac- 
tice it, when as a matter of fact, we 
are in one of the hardest selling busi- 
nesses in the world. I do not believe 
that any commodity can be well sold 
unless the salesman knows something 
of manufacturing cost. It seems to me 
that we will not stand right in the buy- 
ing community until our salesmen realize 
that they must know and must be able 
to intelligently discuss manufacturing 
cost. 
salesman must give a long explanation 
of schedule rating or use a lot of 
technical insurance terms, for as a mat- 


By that I do not mean that the | 


am sure that if we in the insurance 
business would view our business in 
more confidence in the product which 
we are making and selling than we have 
at present, our agents by viewing our 
business in the same way as any other 
distributor views his factory’s output, 
would carry a different message to the 
buyers of insurance and would do more 
for “public relations” than can be done 
in any other direction. 


Manufacturing Cost 


Let us look at this actual manufac- 
turing cost of a fire insurance policy. 
Some little time ago I analyzed the 
operations of a large fire company and 
you probably will be surprised to know 
that every cent that could be charged 
to manufacturing cost, consumed exactly 
15% cents of the dollar premium. Of 
this 15% cents, 2% cents was tax

ter of fact, insurance has a language 
entirely its own which the buyer does 
not understand. 


Should Use Familiar Terms 


Take for instance “rate.” After all of 
my years in the insurance business I 
do not and could not understand buying 
anything by being quoted a rate. I 
believe that the buying resistance is 
tremendously increased when the term 
quoted is something the buyer is not 
familiar with. What I would do would 
be to always quote dollars and cents 
premium. If a man came to me and 
said, “what is the rate on my building?” 
I would first want to know the value of 
that building. If it was worth $10,000 
and the rate was 1 percent, I would say, 
“T will give you $8,000 worth of the 
best insurance in the world for $80.” 
I believe that the average buyer would 
understand $80, where he would not un- 
derstand 1 percent. In other words, if 
you quoted 1 percent he would readily 
say, “Why, I think that rate is too 
high.” But if you quoted him $80 he 
would be unintelligent if he said, “Well, 
I think the price should be $75, or $77 
or $77.50.” In other words he thoroughly 
understands $80. When he is buying 
$8,000 worth of good protection, $80 
would seem to be a reasonable charge. 


Viewing Insurance in Modern Light 


Today fire insurance is a high-speed, 
mass production operation carried on in 
just as definite a way as in any other 
high-speed, mass production output. I 





and certainly tax can not be considered 
a manufacturing cost, so that the total 
actual cost of making the policy, in- 
cluding everything, from the salary of 
the office boy to that of the president, 
rent, field expense, local boards and 
everything that went into the manufac- 
turing of that policy was costing the 
buyer exactly 13 cents. I do not believe 
that any method can be found that will 
manufacture the policy at less cost than 
the stock fire company. We know that 
for several years, with the exception of 
the last two years, there was no under- 
writing profit and therefore insurance 
was manufactured and sold by the com- 
panies at cost or less than cost. 


Selling Cost Is 22% Cents 


Now the selling cost was 22% cents. 
This 22% cents is justified just in the 
degree in which insurance is shrewdly 
bought or poorly bought. By that I 
mean, that if nothing is delivered by 
the distributor but the policy, this selling 
cost is not justified. But if wrapped up 
in this 22% cents is the knowledge of 
insurance, the knowledge that will pro- 
tect the buyers’ needs and provide for 
those needs, the knowledge that will 
enable the distributor to study the risk 
so that the best price can be secured, 
then every cent of this 22% cents is well 
earned. Do you know that when I got 
through with my study of that part of 
the dollar premium that went into manu- 
facturing and selling expense, I got a 
real inspiration, for the reason that it

to Look for Protection of 
Livelihood 





KENTUCKY GROUP MEETS 





E. M. Griggs of National Board Ad- 
dresses Association Gathering at 
Louisville—State Funds Impractical 





LOUISVILLE, KY., June 26.—De- 
claring that the state has no right to 
trespass upon the business of the 1600 
licensed agents in Kentucky, E. M. 
Griggs, assistant general counsel of the 
National Board, addressed the Kentucky 
Association of Insurance Agents here 
this week on “The Trespass of State In- 
surance.” 

“As citizens of Kentucky,” 
“you have a ‘ 


he said, 
moral and constitutional 
right to look to the commonwealth for 
the protection of your business and your 
livelihood. You are of the people which 
constitute the commonwealth. It is 
your commonwealth, pledged to guard 
you against trespass. The state has no 
more right to break down your fences 
than has your neighbor. This is funda- 
mental, self-evident.” 

“Trespass,” said Mr. Griggs, “is not 
a popular term. If I break into your 
home, I commit a crime. By the same 
token, if I am permitted to hazard your 
livelihood and your business, there is a 
trespass which calls for prompt and 
forceful action on the part of the state. 

“Kentucky,” the continued, “has ac- 
knowledged the obligation to protect its 
insurance agents in many ways. Your 
so-called resident agents law prohibits 
the signing of Kentucky policies by 
other than Kentucky agents. Unauthor- 
ized insurers may not write business in 
the commonwealth. Only licensed 
agents may solicit and negotiate policies 
of insurance. These are some of the 
safeguards thrown about your affairs. 
They signify the trend of public thought 
as expressed in. legislation. 


No Saving of Money 


“There is one form of trespass upon 
the property rights of the agents’ busi- 
ness that is not fully understood, and 
too often countenanced by some of our 
best people, that is a trespass by the 
state itself. Too often do we hear pro- 
posals that the state enter into compe- 
tition with the companies and agents, 
and carry its own insurance. Too often 
is it proposed to cancel all insurance 
upon state-owned property. 

“How can the state justify any theory 
of self-insurance which is in itself a 
monopolistic assumption of the business 
of its own citizens. Experience demon- 
strates that there is no saving of money 
in such a scheme, yet if there was a sav-

Illinois State Board Coins Slogan “15 
Days or 15 Percent” for Mixed 
Agencies

DELAVAN, WIS., June 26.—Separa- 
tion was the principal topic discussed by 
both Union and Bureau field men at the 
annual business sessions of the two IlIli- 


nos field organizations held here on 
Tuesday and Wednesday of this week.

Board, the Union body, a list of mixed 


agencies was read and the. interested 
field men were told that they had 15 
days in which to clear them or they 
would be put on the 15 percent com- 
mission basis. Thus the phrase “15 
days or 15 percent” was coined. 
To Check Outside Competition 
The first business session of the Illi- 


nois Field Club Bureau was devoted 
almost entirely to a discussion of ways 
and means of checking the competition 
of non-affiliated companies and in fact, 
of enforcing against them a workable 
separation plan. In both camps, therefore, 
separation held the center of the stage, 


but with a different meaning in each 
case. 
T. C. Underwood of the Continental 


presided at the State Board meeting as 
president. At the opening session he 
introduced a number of visiting com- 
pany officials among them being Melvin 
Lepitre, Fire Association; E. W. Hotch- 
kin, Queen; Charles W. Ohlsen, Sun;

Underwood's Address

Interesting Features in 
Use and Occupancy Rules 





There are some features of the new 
use and occupancy rules and forms that 
are of interest. Under the contribution 
form coinsurance is required to be car- 
ried to the extent of 100 percent of item 
No. 1 for 12 months and to the extent 
of 100 percent of item No. 2, which is 
the ordinary payroll for a period of 90 
days. It is optional, however, under 
this form to eliminate item 2 or insure it 
for 90 days. 
been confronted with reciprocal com- 
petition in non-manufacturing risks and 
the new contribution form is especially 
designed to take care of the needs of 
mercantile risks. The reciprocals sell a 
coinsurance form based on gross 
profits.

Less Insurance Is Required 


The two item contribution form elim- 
inates on the average the need for about 
30 percent insurance on gross profit. 
A check was made on some 3,000 stores 
as outlined by the Harvard Bureau of 
Business Research. It was determined 
by that investigation that the ordinary 
payroll as covered under item 2 cus- 
tomarily amounts to 40 percent of gross 
profits for 12 months, whereas the net 
profits and all other charges and ex- 
penses amount to 60 percent of gross 
profits. Since 40 percent of gross profits 
fall under item 2 for the full 12 months, 
90 days would naturally be one-fourth 
or 10 percent. Therefore, this form re- 
quires insurance of only approximately 
70 percent of gross profits as against 75 
percent demanded by the reciprocals. 

Another Concession Made 


Another concession under this form 
for mercantile risks is the ‘inclusion of 
stock replacements for 30 days after the 
building has been built and the equip- 
ment refurnished without additional 
charge. It is found that 30 days to re- 
place stock is about all the majority of 
business houses need. If a longer period 
is desired, it can be secured by an addi- 
tional charge. On manufacturing plants

the contribution form has been improved 
by including at the building and equip- 
ment replacement rates, such additional 
time as damage or destroyed raw stock 
would have made operations possible un- 
less the stock is seasonal or not obtain- 
able in the open market. In this event 
a risk would be specifically rated and the 
old formula applied. 


Additional Charges 


In the new form no insurance is re- 
quired on the items of light, heat and 
power although the insured is indemni- 
fied for any losses occurring under these 
items. The item covering expense for 
the purpose of reducing the loss has 
been clarified by removing it entirely 
from coinsurance restrictions so that an 
assured is indemnified for extraordinary 
expenses to the extent that the com- 
pany’s loss is reduced irrespective of 
whether or not the assured is under in- 
sured. The inspection bureaus hereafter 
on rating manufacturing risks compris- 
ing a single fire division only will no 
longer be required to specifically take 
the risk except where raw stock is ob- 
tainable only during certain seasons or 
for any other reason is not obtainable 
in the open market. 

Those who have carefully studied the 
form and have brought it to the atten- 
tion of assureds say that there is a sub- 
stantial savings in cost for the assured 
compared with the old form. This is 
largely represented by requiring less in- 
surance for full indemnity. Comparing 
the previous cost under the mercantile 
per diem form based on stock replace- 
ments with the present cost under the 
same form requiring stock for 30 days 
only, it would seem that there is a sav- 
ing of approximately 25 percent. The 
per weekly and per monthly forms have 
been discontinued for the reason that it 
is the opinion that the broad coverage 
reported under the new contribution 
form will eliminate any further demand 
for them.

Another item on the agenda has to 
do with the present methods of the fire 
companies in operating through associa- 
tions, and the effect of such practice on 
the agency body.

With regard to the organization of 
new companies Mr. Tupper stated that 
this situation will doubtless pass and 
many weak companies, and some which 
now appear strong, will probably pass 
out of existence or in most cases be 
taken into fleets or otherwise absorbed. 
Many of the legitimately operated com- 
panies will be strengthened and, by pur- 
chase, become parts of fleets, making 
their competition more effective 
through pooling operations, which have 
brought about the virtual passing of re- 
insurance companies as such. “It is 
now no longer possible,” said Mr. Tup- 
per, “to underwrite by passing off low 
class, high loss ratio business to trea- 
ties. What we write will be for our 
own account, which should make better 
underwriters of us all.

Treatment Accorded Them 


Those who attended the annual meeting of the West Virginia Association 
of Insurance Agents were made aware of the very bitter feeling that is evidenced 
on part of a number of members over the issue with the companies, those belong- 
ing to the West Virginia Uniformity Association, on the commission subject. 
President A. J. Kincaid of the organization stated that in his opinion about 50 
percent of the agents had signed the contract whereby they pledge themselves 
to represent only uniformity association companies and thereby get 20 percent 


flat. Otherwise they are supposed to get 15 and 25 percent. 
many of the agents that had signed felt a keen resentment. 


meeting were outspoken in their views. 


discriminated against in the matter of 
commissions. The spokesmen for the 
agents stated that when the companies 
put the new rules into effect the agents 
were told that no further increases in 
commissions would be made over the 
country and the tendency would be to 
reduce the commissions. Attention was 
called to the fact, however, that recently 
commissions have been _ increased 
throughout Western Union territory and 
in other sections. The West Virginia 
agents take the position that owing to 
the fact that in almost all instances they 
cover a wide territory, traveling as far 
as 50 or 60 miles to look after insurance, 
the 20 percent flat is not sufficient. 
There are now, according to the re- 
port of Secretary C. Irving Thornburg, 
90 non-uniformity companies operating 
in the state, and about 153 uniformity 
companies. A number of agents stated 
that they are representing only non-uni- 
formity companies. These companies 
evidently have various scales of com- 
missions. Some are giving 25 percent 
flat. Some allow 25 percent on pro- 
tected and 20 percent on unprotected 
business, others have a graded scale of 
20 and 25 percent with a contingent 
commission. Some go as high as 30 
percent on preferred business. Before 
commissions were reduced in West Vir- 
ginia, the average was 30 percent flat. 
Therefore, the West Virginia agents 
claim that they were cut down practi- 
cally 334% percent on their income. 
Aggsrieved Over Separation 


The agents seem to be particularly 
aggrieved over the separation rule. The 
main point brought out in the state- 
ments from the floor was that the 
method that was used in putting the new 


acquisition cost rules in effect in the 
state was tactless and unnecessarily 
aggravated the agents. Unfortunately 


the resentment is so strong that the old- 
time loyalty seems to have been lost. 
Some agents, it is understood, have prac- 
tically ceased to make any selection of 
risks and are passing those of bad moral

MeGilton Reviews Situation 


In his annual address President Mc- 
Gilton referred to the three-fourths 
value clause. “It is considered by un- 
derwriters generally,” he said, “that un- 
protected property cannot be written 
for fire coverage in Tennessee without 
the application of the three-fourths 
value clause. Last September the in- 
spection bureau put this rule into effect 
and I am very glad to report that the 
agents generally accepted the applica- 
tion of the three-fourths value clause 
applying to wnprotected property with 
the exception of probably three or four 
agents located at Memphis, and I am 
informed that they have not complied 
with the rule and it is working a hard- 
ship on the other agents in that city. 
I am also glad to report that these 
agents do not represent bureau com- 
panies. I am informed that the non- 
affiliated companies are not requiring 
the use of the three-fourths value 
clause, therefore, it is to be observed 
that unless we secure 100 percent en- 


forcement of this rule, especially by 
those who are morally bound to ob- 
serve them, we will not be able to sus- 


tain our position. 

“In the event the three-fourths value 
clause is nullified it will be necessary 
for us to reconsider the advisability of 
extending our writing to ‘unprotected 
property. It will also be observed that 
the building tendency is to build beyond 
the city limits. This applies to each 
city, large and small, in the state, there- 
fore, during the next two or three years 
our liability, no doubt, will materially 
increase, which gives greater concern 
regarding probability of writing this 
class at a profit, without the applica- 
the three-fourths value clause.”

Forms Adopted in East 


F. M. HERRING MADE MANAGER 


Eastern Automobile Underwriters Con- 
ference Recommends that Governing 


Committee Extend Coverage 


NEW YORK, June 26.—F. M. Her- 
ring is now secretary and manager of 
the Eastern Automobile Underwriters 
Conference, having been so elected at a 
meeting of its executive committee here 
last week. Other important action taken 
at the gathering was the decision to 
grant deductible collision coverages of 
$25, $35, $50, $75, $100 and $150 each, 
as may be called for by the assured, and 
to issue these to all makes of cars and 
not according to car groupings, as is 
the present practice in the western terri- 
tory. A material rate reduction, grad- 
uated according to the amount of the 
deductible form applied for, will be 
granted. Hitherto the standard deduct- 
ible clauses have been those of $50 and 
$100. It was felt that other amounts 
should be written and the late action 
of the executive committee is in evi- 
dence of that conviction. An effort 
will be made to induce the casualty car- 
riers to adopt the same forms. How- 
ever, whether they agree or not the 
program of the fire companies will be 
carried out. 

It was further decided to recommend | 
to the governing committee of the Na- 
tional Conference the granting of poli- 
cies assuming, either separately or blan- 
ket, liability for loss sustained through 
tornado, cyclone, windstorm, riot or 
civil commotion, floods or rising of 
navigable waters and falling aircraft. 
with the suggestion that rates for each 
particular form of coverage, as well as 
for the aggregate, be prepared.

New Scale Now Adopted 
for New Jersey Agents 


SEPARATION TO BE IN VOGUE 


Eastern Underwriters Association Will 
Demand That Affiliated Companies 
Only Be Represented in Office 


Last week the Eastern Underwriters 
Association adopted a permanent com- 
mission scale for New Jersey together 
with a brokerage arrangement for the 
state. The brokerage is 10 points be- 
low the agents’ commissions except on 
the class on which agents receive 15 
percent, where the brokerage is to be 5 
points below the agents’ commissions. 
The rules provide, however, that if any 
local board secures approval of a differ- 
ent brokerage rule then it shall be effec- 
tive in the territory. The Eastern Un- 
derwriters Association reaffirms the 
commission rule for non-policy-writing 
agents, viz., five points below those of 
recording agents. The new scale in 
New Jersey is 15, 20, 25 and 30 percent 
graded. The scale that has been in 
effect is 15, 20 and 30 percent. A num- 





ber of classes previously in the 20 per- 
cent group have been placed in the 25 
percent class. Some classes have been 
put on a lower commission basis. 

While there is nothing in the agree- 
ment binding the agents to represent 
any special class of companies it is 
pretty generally understood that the 
Eastern Underwriters Association com- 
panies will not pay the new scale to | 
agents who receive higher commissions | 
from other companies. The agents are |

Al. Barr Dies in Tragic Auto Accident 








Albert J. Barr of the Chicago editorial | known liberal Episcopal minister. He 


staff of THe NATIONAL UNDERWRITER met 
a tragic death in an automobile accident 
on the Quentin road in the neighbor- 
hood of Palatine, Ill., Friday afternoon 
as he and John A. Walberg, Cook 
county manager of the National Union 
Fire, were on their way to the annual 
outing of the Cook County Field Club 
at Nippersink Lodge in the Fox lake 
region. Mr. Walberg had called for 
Mr. Barr at his residence in his car and 
near Arlington Heights the machine be- 
came disabled. This delayed them for 
some time. In securing a mechanic 
they found that it would be impossible 
to make repairs in time to reach their 
destination. Hence they had the car 
towed to a garage. 


Secured Another Car 


Mr. Walberg was acquainted with a 
friend in Arlington Heights and he bor- 
rowed his car to finish the journey. Mr. 
Barr took the wheel. In driving on the 
Quentin road, leading to the Dundee 


ing in a way the view ahead where the 
solid concrete road suddenly breaks off 
into gravel. Evidently the car was going 
at quite a rate as when it hit the gravel 
Mr. Barr was thrown 20 feet out of the 
car and it turned over three or four 
times. The two men were hurried to 
the Palatine hospital. Mr. Barr died 
shortly after the accident. Mr. Walberg 
was severely cut and bruised but was 
able to be taken to his home Saturday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Barr became a member of the 
editorial staff of THe NationaL UNDER- 
WRITER in March, 1927. He had been a 
reporter for the Chicago City Press as- 
sociation and had been doing special re- 
search work. The funeral services were 
conducted at Graceland cemetery chapel 
in charge of Irwin St. John Tucker, 








rector of St. Stephen’s church, well 


is “Friar Tuck,’ whose humane work 
in prisons and among the lowly has 
attracted wide attention. In his remarks 
on Mr. Barr, Mr. Tucker stated that 
while the former was working in the 
Kansas oil fields, before the United 
States entered the war, he became very 
pronounced in his views as to its hor- 
rors. In his opinion the necessity for 
the prohibition of war was evident. 
When the United States entered hostil- 
ities Mr. Barr was under suspicion on 
account of his views, and with others 
in the oil fields belonging to the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, some 21 
were arrested, placed in Kansas county 
prisons and eventually sent to the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth, where 
they spent about two years. 


Barr Blossoms Out as Author 


As a result of this gruelling, devastat- 
ing and deadening experience, Mr. 
Barr’s first book, “Let Tomorrow 
Come,” was put on sale last spring and 
excited much interest, as it was a tale 
of prison life that was gripping and 
realistic. He had in mind another book 
of a different character and was assem- 
bling the material at the time of his 
death. During his career he wrote a 
number of poems of merit which have 
not been published. Mr. Barr is sur- 
vived by his wife and young daughter, 
two years old. He was 33 years old. 

In speaking of Mr. Barr, Mr. Tucker 
stated that owing to his bitter experi- 
ences throughout his early life in con- 
nection with poverty, and later being 
incarcerated, it gave him a poignant 
sympathy with the oppressed and down- 
trodden. 

Mr. Barr’s last work of any conse- 
quence was attending the meeting of 
the Indiana field men last week at Lake 
Wawasee, Ind. He wrote the story pub- 
lished in the last issue.

LOS ANGELES GETS’ RAISE 


Local Agents Will Receive More Com- 
mission on the Preferred Classes 
of Business 


Los Angeles agents will receive a 
higher rate of commission for preferred 
classes of business with a new schedule 
ranging from 15 to 20, 25 and 30 per- 
cent, if a new plan approved by the 
Pacific Board is approved by the mem- 
bers of the Los Angeles Fire Insurance 
Exchange. 

Owing to the necessity of the Los 
Angeles agents to consider and ratify 
the actions of their representatives in 
bringing this new arrangement about, 
the Pacific Board has been loath to make 
public any of the features of the report 
submitted by the Los Angeles commit- 
tee of the board following a meeting 
with the committee from the agents’ or- 
ganization. 
Coast insurance journal had obtained the 
details of the plan and was publishing 
them June 20 without conferring with 
the board officials, a hurried meeting 
was called in San Francisco and an im- 
mediate release was authorized. 

The plan calls for increase in commis- 
sions on the part of the companies and 
a revision of the metropolitan area of 
Los Angeles, long a matter of contro- 
versy between the companies and the 
producers. There will be established a 
new “central district” consisting of the 
business territory of the city as well as 
part of the bordering residential dis- 
tricts. It gives the agents a big area. 
Companies in the past had complained 
that owing to the great expanse of space 
utilized by the city, limitation of 
agencies was preventing them from get- 
ting a proper volume of spread of busi- 
ness. The new plan will also create 
four new districts within what is now 
known as the metropolitan area. Each 
companv and underwriters agency will 
be entitled to one agent in each of these 
four districts. These new agents must 
become members of the Los Angeles 
Exchange as “associate members.” 

Under present rules, each company is 
allowed but two agents in the city and 
its underwriters agency two.

John T. Hutchinson Tells of Growth of 
Movement to Combat Fallacious 
Opinion of Insurance 





JAMESTOWN, N. D., June 26.—

of North Dakota at the close of the 
two-day session last week in James- 
town. John Tucker, Bismarck, was 
reelected secretary and Julius R. Baker 
Fargo, treasurer. George H. Leick, 
Hebron, retiring president, was made a 
director, as were also Fred Newberry, 
Jamestown; R. J. Dobler, Minot; P. W. 
Wilder, Grand Forks, and D. Crabtree, 
Ellendale. Mr. Newberry was named 
executive committee chairman, succeed- 
ing Henry T. Murphy of Bismarck. 

Meet in Bismarck Next 


Future meetings of the insurance fed- 
eration will undoubtedly be held either 
in May or August, as June is too busy a 
time with the majority of the members 
to give up two days even to an annual 
convention. The matter of setting a 
definite date has been left to the execu- 
tive committee. Bismarck was chosen as 
the 1930 meeting place. 

One of the principal items of business 
at the 1929 session was the adoption of 
by-laws. It was decided to have a vice- 
president for each of the 52 counties in 
North Dakota. These county leaders 
will be named by the new president at 
an executive committee meeting to be 
held in Fargo in two or three weeks. 

Membership is divided into two 
classes, active and associate. The as- 
sociate class takes in either a seller or 
a buyer of insurance, who is approved 
by the executive committee. The ob- 
ject is to widen the interest in the or- 
ganization and in the insurance busi- 
ness, 


Organization in Good Condition 


The welcoming address was given by 
Mayor J. J. Nygaard, Jamestown, and 
was responded to by August Friis, spe- 
cial agent for the Baker agency, Fargo. 
A report of the past year’s activities was 
given by Secretary Baker.

In well or- 
ganized states where federations have 
been established long enough for their 
methods and efficiency to be understood, 
a real service is possible. Fair minded 
legislators want correct information and 
facts in order that they may act with 
intelligence and serve their people.”

Mr. McCullough in his talk expressed 
the spirit of the occasion when he said: 
“The day when the lion and the lamb 
can lie down together is still here. Let 
us not worry who is going to be the 
lamb but pull together and we are bound 
to win.” 

E. T. Tanner in his address called at- 
tention to the fact that it is probably 
unfortunate for insurance that the com- 
panies have shown a profit on both in- 
vestment and underwriting for two con- 
secutive years.

SPEAKS AT ALEXANDRIA MEET 





Southeastern Manager of L. & L. & G. 
Has “Understanding and Friend- 
ship” for Topic 





M. S. Reeves, manager of the south- 
eastern department of the Liverpool & 
London & Globe, in his address on “Un- 
derstanding and Friendship” before the 
Virginia Association of Insurance 
Agents in Alexandria this week, laid 
emphasis on the necessity for the agents’ 
carrying to the public the truth about 
insurance and winning the public’s 
esteem on the basis of the truth. He 
also scored the various state legislatures 
for imposing heavy taxes on insurance 
and then using only a small part of the 
tax income for the regulation and assist- 
ance of the insurance business. 


Lauds Service Work 


Mr. Reeves pointed out the work of 
such organizations as the National 
Board, the Underwriters Laboratories, 
the arson bureau of the National Board 
and similar organizations, all done for 
the public benefit. He said the facts 
about this work and other services which 
the companies performed are among 
those that the agents should carry to 
the public. “The responsibility is ours, 
and because we have not sown the seed 
of undertsanding we have reaped the 
harvest of good will to which we are 
entitled,” he said. He said that although 
the companies also have a public educa- 
tion task to perform, the responsibility 
of molding public opinion devolves 
largely upon the agents because of the 
very nature of the American agency 
system. 

“The one great fault of the American 
agency system today,” he said, “is that it 
is too comprehensive. There are too 
many ne’er-do-wells holding agency 
commissions who have failed to make 
good in other undertakings and who 
are peddling policies for pennies. This 
type of agent, who is generally unin- 
formed, often misinforms the public and 
can do more harm to our business than 
any one can say. 


Raps Incompetent Agents 


“If we can confine the representation 


of insurance to agents who, through 
study and experience, have mastered 
the various contracts, can give sound 


advice, disseminate knowledge and en- 
gender good will, and at the same time 
protect the interests of the companies 
they represent, then we shall have 
reached a condition of improvement and 
our business will be fostered and not 
fought by law makers. 

“T hope for the time when insurance 
companies and agents will frequently 
conciliate and fraternize by confer- 
ence, for heart-to-heart talks will have 
a salutary effect and go far to solve 
many problems that now confront us. 
Difficulties and misunderstandings can 
be reduced and overcome through con- 
ference, for conference begets under- 
standing and understanding begets good 
will.” 

In conclusion Mr. Reeves said: “It 
is the duty of every agent to fit himself 
to give advice and counsel to policy- 
holders about insurance matters. If 
this duty is fulfilled, man~ of the irritat- 
ing conditions which now confront us 
will vanish and the future of insurance 
will grow brighter.”

CHATTANOOGA, TENN., June 26.

Wheeler, assistant western general 
agent of the Hartford Fire.

Collections were also brought for- 
ward prominently in the annual address 
of President R. E. Bolling and were

President Bolling’s reference to “au- 
tomobile competition” drew much dis-

cussion and the decision to lay the mat- 
ter before the governing board of the 
Union was heartily adopted. 

“While we may expect competition in 
all lines of business,” President Bolling 
said, “and especially that of insurance, 
it hardly seems fair or just that com- 
panies of our own affiliation should be 
permitted to cut rates or pay excess 
commissions to agents on automobile 
business. In the past, this has enabled 
one company in particular to make 
great strides in the automobile busi- 
ness in Tennessee. 


Make Charges Against Yorkshire 


“Entering agencies and not only ob- 
taining automobile business they obtain 
other business as well, because they can 
say we will cut the conference rates 
on fleet lines and pay you more com- 
mission than any other Union company 
in the office, simply because we are not 
members of the automobile conference, 
This to me, seems rather inconsistent, 
because, if I remember correctly, the 
payment of excess commissions in 
mixed agencies, was the primary rea- 
son which led to the abrogation of the 
conference agreement between the 
Union and the Bureau companies. 

“Information is that at the Union 
meeting held in Philadelphia some time 
ago, it was resolved that company mem- 
bers would not be permitted to pay ex- 
cess commission on automobile busi- 
ness. It is my understanding that this 
| rule would become effective June 1 and 
would affect all existing contracts that 
| had been made by any company or com- 
panies writing this class of business. 
With this action on the part of the 
Union and provided the rule is en- 
forced, our trouble from such practice 
should be eliminated. 
| This portion of the president’s address 
| brought inquiries as to whether or not 
| the Philadelphia rule was retroactive 
and the charges that between the pro- 
| mulgation of the rule and June 1, the 
| date it should become effective, the 
| Yorkshire Fire had established a staff 
of between 12 and 15 field men in Ten- 
nessee to plant automobile writing agen- 
cies on excess commission basis.

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CHICAGO BOARD MEETING 


At the meeting of the Chicago Board 
last week the vote to increase the com- 
missions to Class 1 members on ordi- 
nary business in the congested area ex- 
cepting the Union Stock Yards from 20 
percent to 25 percent, the same as pre- 
terred business, and the brokerage to 
Class 1 on interchange of business, to 
Class 2 or suburban agents and Class 3 
or full time brokers from 10 percent to 
15 percent, was favorable. However, 
owing to the light attendance the vote 
will have to be taken through the mail 
but undoubtedly the new proposition 
will pass. The vote at the meeting was 
overwhelmingly in its favor.. There 
were 52 for the increase and two against 
it. Favorable votes of 90 percent of 
Class 1 members are required to make 
legislation mandatory. ‘The increase at- 
chiefly the Class 3 brokers be- 
cause a large part of their business is 
written in the congested district. 

The members also voted favorably on 
a revision of the constitution to permit 
the manager and executive committee 
to prescribe what office facilities shall 
be accorded to full time brokers. There 
was also a favorable vote to increase 
the initiation fee for Class 1 members 
from $1,000 to $2,000. It is thought 
that all these will pass. 

The present rules provide that after 
Jan. 1 next brokers who receive office 

shall be subject to a corres- 


fects 


facilities 
ponding reduction in commission or if 
Class 1 members are accorded office 
facilities there must be a similar reduc- 
tion. The amendments now being voted 
on leave to the executive committee 
and manager discretion in this matter. 
The amendment provides also that the 
executive committee shall have power 
to make special provision and allowance 
for those who were members of Class 1 
on Jan. 1, 1906, so long as they are 
associated in business with persons who 
are not members of Class 1 on that date.

Repudiate Exaggerated 
Aviation Statement 





O. K. Hunsaker, secretary of the Air- 
craft Finance Corporation, recently made 
a statement that aviation insurance is 
rapidly reaching a position comparable 
to automobile insurance and that the 
rates have been cut from an average of 
27 percent for fire, theft and collision 
to 6% percent. Furthermore, he said, 
that it was now possible to insure stunt 
fliers. Several aviation underwriters 
were asked to comment on Mr. Huns- 
aker’s opinion and with one accord, they 
said that he was overly optimistic over 
the outlook and his figures were entirely 
wrong. The company officials declare 
that aviation losses this year are running 
heavier than last year but that this is 
offset by the increase in premiums. 
They were of the opinion that the busi- 
ness is still too young to say whether 
it is proving profitable. It takes three 
years to determine whether a new 
agency is making money and it will 
take somewhat longer to ascertain 
whether aviation insurance is bringing 
in a profit, especially with some 40 or 
50 new airplane manufacturers, some 
with approved ships and others manu- 
facturing planes that are not approved. 

As far as insuring stunt fliers, all of 
the officials declared that not only do 
they not issue coverage of this kind but 
that they do not know of any company 
that does. 


Northwestern National to Appeal 


The Northwestern National of Mil- 
waukee has given notice of appeal to the 
Wisconsin supreme court from the de- 
cision of Judge Hoppmann of the Dane 
county circuit court, sustaining the ac- 
tion of Commissioner Freedy in refus- 
ing to permit the company to use $275,- 
000 of its assets for the formation of a 
subsidiary company to be known as the 
Northwestern Casualty, to write auto- 
mobile liability insurance.

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Suggestion as to a Laboratory 


PresipenT R, P. DeVawn of the Na- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE AGENTS 
in a talk before the West Virginia agents 
declared that the insurance business is not 
so constituted that it needs an overlord 
or dictator as has seemed necessary in 
baseball or the movies. He believes that 
the insurance business is in a different 
category. He feels that it would be a re- 
flection on insurance if a superman were 
required to keep order and enforce regu- 
lations. Mr. DeVan evidently’ believes 
that there is enough intelligence and the 
elements of leadership in the business it- 
self to guide its destinies. 

He made a suggestion that has often 
occurred to us, and that is the need of a 
laboratory, so to speak, or a research bu- 
reau where the problems of insurance 
could be studied from a scientific and logi- 
cal standpoint, experience could be inves- 
tigated, the various sides of the business 
given a hearing and attempt to reach con- 
clusions that are accurate rather than 
haphazard. While the Nationa Boarp 
has done considerable work of this kind 
there cannot be said today to be in insur- 
ance a bureau to study those issues in the 
business that are leading to friction, bad 
feeling and more or less disintegration. 
There is no forum today seemingly where 


all hands can meet and discuss problems 
that are vital and common. That seems 
almost a tnagedy. 

Many great businesses have experts sim- 
ply studying the fundamentals of their 
activity, the trends, the experience. They 
are working out programs for more sub- 
stantial development. They are putting in 
the crucible raw material and are bring- 
ing out something worth while. 

Unfortunately insurance seems to be 
treading the road without proper guide- 
There has never, for instance, been 
a comprehensive, logical and_ scientific 
study of the commission question. No one 
can tell what system of commissions or 
what formula is correct. There are fac- 
tors working in insurance today that are 
decidedly menacing. It seems to us that 
the time has come when attention might 
well be given to the desirability of having 
a laboratory or research bureau which 
might be the point of contact for all hands 
in the business, for the sales forces, the 
administrative heads, the technical men, 
the financial officers, the business produc- 
tion people, the loss adjustment side of 
the business, and so on. 

Mr. DeVan has made a constructive 
suggestion which is well worth consid- 
ering.

The in- 
dividual is being lost because the crowd 
does the work rather than the man. There 
was a charm in the oldtime relationships. 
In many ways it is @ misfortune that they 
cannot be continued.

Some 
accident and health companies that are 
not admitted to the state are making a 
drive for business. There is no law to 
admit reciprocals and Lloyds. He said 
that these organizations want to write 
a bill to be introduced in the legis- 
lature, but the state department says 
that the bill will only be written at the 
instance of the department itself. Cap- 
tain White declared that the reciprocals 
and Lloyds would not be able to dictate 
the terms on which they would be 
licensed and regulated by law in West 
Virginia. In the mean time they are 
writing without being licensed. 

There are some wildcat stock com- 
panies that are doing business by mail. 
Captain White said that the department 
is endeavoring to warn the public the 
best it could against such institutions. 


FINDLAY AGENCY USES 
PUBLICITY TO ADVANTAGE 





Alert to opportunity was the Eoff 
Insurance Agency of Findlay, O., after 
the frightful disaster which caused so 
many deaths in the recent Cleveland 
Clinic hospital. The “Hartford Agent” 
in a recent issue describes how the Eoff 
agency furnished its townspeople with 
authoritative information on the proper 
storage of x-ray films immediately fol- 
lowing the Cleveland fire. With the 
whole country aroused by the Cleveland 
disaster, with questions on the tip of 
everyone’s tongue about conditions in 
their own localities, the Eoff agency ran 
a full page advertisement giving specific 
recommendations from the Ohio In- 
spection Bureau and reproducing a letter 
from the mayor of Findlay thanking the 
Eoff agency for its service to the city 
in receiving the information for the local 
hospital.

INTERPRETS MICHIGAN CODE 
Commissioner Livingston Tells 


Manner in Which He Will Enforce 
Agency Qualification Provisions 


of 





SAULT STE. MARIE, MICH., 
June 26—At “Upper Peninsula Insur- 
ance Day” here last Saturday, Commis- 
sioner Charles D. Livingston explained 
the features of the revised Michigan 
insurance code, passed by the 1929 leg- 
islature. He also, for the first time, in- 
dicated the department’s policy in re- 
gards to the two important powers placed 
in the commissioner’s hands, the licens- 
ing of agents on a qualifications basis 
and the examining of aspirants for pub- 
lic adjusters’ licenses. 


Appropriation Limits Scope 


“While I would have liked to secure 
a much stronger law in the licensing of 
agents,” said Mr. Livingston, “it was 
necessary for me to ask for only that 
which I could enforce. Our appropria- 
tion was such that we could not fully 
enforce such a law, and any law that is 
not fully enforced is a failure. So I 
asked only for the right to inquire into 
or examine any individual applying for 
a license. That is extremely broad and 
I shall use it with discretion and will 
enforce it whenever I find it is neces- 
sary. * * * I will use my authority only 
when a company shows itself to be ab- 
solutely devoid of any regard for the 
kind of agents that it appoints, or when 
an agent asks for the appointment of 
solicitors who are not qualified for the 
insurance business. 

“Up until this time, special mutual 
companies and all reciprocal exchanges 
were not obliged to have their agents 
licensed. As a result, many agents that 
were unsatisfactory for stock and gen- 
eral mutual companies immediately be- 
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came agents for those classes of com- 
panies when their licenses were revoked 
by the insurance department. Under 
the new law it will be necessary for 
every company doing business in this 
state, except the farm mutual compa- 
nies, to license its agents.” 


Will Examine Adjusters 


In regard to the public adjusters 
whom he termed “a curse in southern 
Michigan, particularly Detroit,” the 
commissioner promised, “they will be 
required to pass an examination and to 
post a bond for the benefit of their 
clients.” He pledged himself to see 
that there is a change in the condition 
now prevailing. 

The commissioner shed some light on 
the changes relating to auto business, 
a line which he said causes the depart- 
ment more frouble than any other with 
the exception of health and accident. 
The new law, he pointed out, requires 
that every auto liability and property 
damage policy contain an insolvency 
and bankruptcy clause, thus greatly pro- 
tecting the public’s interest, as the pres- 
ent type of policy in many cases pre- 
vents the injured third party from col- 
lecting in event the assured was not 
financially responsible. The new law 
also specifies, he pointed out, that a pol- 
icy containing the amount of coverage 
and premium must be issued to the in- 
sured in all cases, remedying an evil in 
connection with the insuring of cars by 
finance companies which frequently left 
the purchasers of cars totally in the 
dark as to the scope of their coverage. 


Changes Annual Meeting Time 


The Michigan State Fire Prevention 
Association has changed the time of 
holding its annual meeting from Feb- 
ruary to June. It has reelected the-pres- 
ent officers for the ensuing year, they 
being D. B. Gamble, president: B. V. 
Legg, vice-president; J. J. Hubbell, 
secretary-treasurer. 


Counter Offer On Inspections 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 26—The Indiana 
Inspection Bureau has taken under ad- 
visement the counter offer of the In- 
dianapolis board of public safety to re- 
new the contract for electrical inspec- 
tion. Fred W. Connell, safety board 
president, said the board agreed to re- 
new the contract provided the city gets 
5 percent of the inspection fees. Last 
year’s contract allowed the city 15 per- 
cent of the fees, but the inspection bu- 
reau requested the entire amount this 
year to make up a deficit of $4,600 for 
the past two years. The inspection bu- 
reau sought a “blanket contract” for all 
the fees, agreeing to pay the city any 
balance at the end of the year. The 
city then made a counter offer which 
has not been accepted by the bureau. 


Farmers Buy Fire Engine 


DEKALB, ILL, June 26—Farmers of 
DeKalb county have accepted a new fire 
engine which was placed in service this 
week after successful demonstration 
over the week end. Farmers subscribed 
the entire fund for its purchase, the 
municipality providing fire house and 
upkeep of the machine and all subscrib- 
ers will receive free fire 
Others will be charged $75 a call. 





Litchfield Gets Rate Reduction 


With a consistent five-year decline in 
fire losses, which last year averaged 
only 54 cents per capita, insurance rates 
in Litchfield, Ill., have been reduced by 
the Illinois Inspection Bureau. Business 
buildings were scheduled for a 15 per- 
cent reduction on each $100 three-year 
premium and dwellings, 10 percent. 


Report Heavy Sprinkler Loss 


GRAND HAVEN, MICH., June 26.—Ap 
extraordinarily heavy loss from water 
let loose from sprinkler heads was sus- 
tained here last week at the piano fac- 
tory of the Story & Clark Company. The 
sprinklers were set off by a small fire 
caused when the plant was struck by 
lightning during a heavy storm. Four 
sprinkler heads deluged the third floor 
of the plant, the water seeping through 
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to the other floors, damaging finished 
pianos, stocks of materials and instru- 
ments in various stages of manufacture. 
Company officials said late last week, 
while adjusters were estimating the loss, 
that they had no reason to believe that 
the total damage would run heavier 
than- $150,000, although first reports had 
placed the loss at as high as $250,000.

Jackson Water Situation Serious

carious situation from the standpoint 
of adequate water facilities, it is said, 
and the indefinite postponement of any 
extension of the water system, through 
the killing of the bond issue, means that 
the condition will grow more acute.

Arrest at Bay City, Mich., this week of 
Clarence Janiske, 16, as the result of an 
investigation of several mysterious fires, 
is believed to have disclosed the origin 
of seven blazes which caused a combined 
loss of around $150,000. Janiske, who 
is to be taken into probate court because 
of his youth, is believed to be a pyro- 
maniac. He readily admitted responsi- 
bility for the fires. 

Fire, probably caused by lightning, de- 
stroyed the Consumers Power Company 
substation at Casnovia, Mich., last week, 
entailing a loss in excess of $50,000, ac- 
cording to company officials. _ 6 
thought that a lightning bolt followed 
a transmission line into the building, 
causing an oil circuit breaker to flash 
over and set the blaze. The station's 
machinery was virtually all ruined by 
the blaze and power was shut off tem- 
porarily to several towns.

Fire loss of $50,000 was sustained in 
the central business district of Paris, 
Ill., Friday night when a blaze starting 
in the National Hotel spread to the 
Piper hardware and harness store and 
left nearly half a block in ruins. Origin 
of the fire has not been determined. 
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NEBRASKA STORM LOSS HIGH 


High Winds Cause Especial Damage 
to Farm Property—Some Heavy 
Hail Losses Reported 


LINCOLN, NEB., June 26.—Adjust- 
ers have not yet completed their work 
in Gage and Jefferson counties, visited 
June 20 by a storm of tornado propor- 
tions in some sections. Nearly 1,000 
farms report damages, running all the 
way from destroved outbuildings and 
crops to dwellings torn to pieces. Wheat 
and oats, just heading, were completely 
destroyed by wind and hail that fol- 
lowed. Little damage was done to the 
corn crops because of late planting and 
slight growth. 

Total damage estimates run from $1,- 
000,000 to $2,000,000. In that section 
of the state a number of farm mutuals 
operate, and these were particularly hard 
hit. At Wymore, in Gage county, the 
damage is estimated at $80,000, while 
at Fairbury, the county seat of Jeffer- 
son county, the total will reach $500,000. 
There a number of dwellings were dam- 
aged or destroyed, and the $350,000 
municipal lighting plant is an almost 
complete wreck. The Lincoln Telephone 
& Telegraph Company lost $20,000 in 
broken poles and damaged equipment. 

The storm followed one at Albion, 
Boone countv, where flood waters con- 





tributed to the total of $150,000 damage, 
largely from wind and hail. 

Friday and Saturday nights brought 
heavy storms in northeastern Nebraska. 
A twister unroofed some buildings at 
Norfolk and did some damage to farms. 
A heavy rain and hail storm followed. 
Great damage was also done by hail in 
the vicinity of Pilger and Wakefield, 
where the rain was almost a cloudburst. 

Hail storm damages in Nebraska have 
been slight until the past two weeks, 
when a number of widely-scattered re- 
ports of damages were received by the 
agencies. Hamilton, Adams and Web- 
ster counties report storms that caused 
as high as 50 percent damage to wheat, 
with an average damage of about 15 
percent. 


Pittsburg, Kan., Agencies Merge 


Announcement has been made of the 
purchase of the Fred C. Werner agency 
at Pittsburg, Kan., by John H. Blair, 
thus terminating one of the oldest and 
strongest agencies in southeast Kansas. 
Previous to the establishment of his 
local agency some 40 years ago, Mr. 
Werner had traveled Kansas as special 
agent for the Commercial Union. He 
has many outside interests, to which he 
will now be free to give more attention, 
but will continue his real estate and 
loan business. 

Field men represented by the two

Mr. Blair. Mr. Blair has developed one 
of the strong agencies of his part of 
the state and the Werner agency will 
add considerable to his prestige. He 
has taken an active part in the work of 
the Kansas Association of Insurance 
Agents and is a member of its executive 
committee. 


Cooperate for Rural Protection 


DES MOINES, June 26.—Iowa towns 
which.are joining with the rural dis- 
tricts in affording protection to the 
latter are becoming more and more 
numerous. It is the newest form of co- 
operation between country and town. 
The town council at Roland, the latest 
to get in on the movement, recently pur- 
chased a community fire truck and 
formed an organization to which any 
farmer may belong upon payment of 
$25. A price of $75 was fixed to be paid 
by any farmer who calls out the com- 
munity fire fighters if he is not a mem- 
ber of the organization. Those farmers 
who are members are entitled to free 
service. 


Discuss Consequential Damage 


WICHITA, KAN., June 26.—The year’s 
Programs of the Central Kansas Field 
Men’s Club ended Monday when R. A. 
Gamble of the Milwaukee Mechanics dis- 
cussed “Consequential Loss and Damage 
Coverage.” Attention was called to the 
exemption clause for use on the regular 
fire contracts, which excludes liability 
to stocks and products which are liable 
to be damaged through change of tem- 
perature. This, the speaker stated, 
should probably be required on many of 
the present-day risks which have their 
own mechanical refrigeration systems, 
such as soda fountains, meat markets, 
flower shops, etc. However, it was 
pointed out that such stocks could, as 
a rule, be moved to other locations with 
litle effort and salvaged before much 
loss occurreg. It was urged that the ex- 
emption clause be required in all cases 
where there might be a question of lia- 
bility developing, as the companies are 
liable for such as “direct loss,” unless 
the exemption clause is attached. 


Field Club Plans Outing 


WICHITA, KAN., June 26.—The Cen- 
tral Kansas Field Men’s Club will end its 
year’s activity July 1 with a dinner and 
outing at the summer cabin of Willard 
Quinn of the Kansas Underwriters on the 
Little Arkansas river, nine miles north 
of Wichita. The election of officers will 
be held at that time. 

A program of outdoor sports is being 
planned by a committee of which R. A. 
Gamble of the Milwaukee Mechanics is 
chairman, assisted by E. W. Beeson of 
the Western Adjustment, C. E. Bleckley 
of the Rhode Island, and Willard Quinn. 


Kansas Storms Do Much Damage 


Heavy windstorms did considerable 
damage in Herrington, Beloit, Salina and 
other central Kansas towns June 20. 
Another storm Saturday struck Law- 
rence and Kansas City, causing more 
damage. 

At Herrington a school building and 
many dwellings were severely damaged. 
Much wheat through the entire eastern 
half of the state was blown over and 
many localities reported the straw 
broken at the second joint, so that only 
a 50 percent crop will be harvested. 
However, this condition is believed to 
exist only in the eastern part of the 
state and it is not thought that the west- 
ern and southwestern sections, where the 


large acreages exist, have been so 
severely damaged. 

Hail was reported from _ scattered 
localities the latter part of the week, 
but it is not believed that extensive 


losses occurred. 


Report on Iowa Prevention Work 


DES MOINES, June 26.—Claude Bor- 
rett, secretary of the Iowa Fire Preven- 
tion Association, reports that during the 
year ending June 1 the organization con- 
ducted seven town inspection and educa- 
tional campaigns. The number of risks 
inspected was 1,572 and the number of 
defects found 6,264. Speakers addressed 
17,366 school children and 1,357 adults.

SEE BETTER DAYS FOR TEXAS 


Company Officials Will Readily Comply 
With the Requirements of the 
Insurance Commissioner 


NEW YORK, June 26.—Officials are 
in receipt of a communication from 
Commissioner J. W. DeWeese of Texas, 
defining the method by which fire pre- 
miums and losses in a given list of cities 
and towns in the state are to be reported 
for the period July 1 to Dec. 31, 1928, 
in order that the home office figures may 
be compared with the returns sent in 
by the local agents. Gross fire figures, 
without deduction for commissions, to- 
gether with the losses, exclusive of ad- 
justment expenses, are required, the 
information being necessary im order to 
properly key rate the different communi- 
ties. The aggregate fire premiums in 
Texas last year were $20,882,000 and the 
new credit and penalty program of the 
insurance department will apply to close 
to 70 percent of the business. In the 
minds of company executives brighter 
days are dawning for fire underwriting 
imterests in the state. Hence the readi- 
ness with which they are complying with 
the new scheme of record keeping, de- 
spite the immense amount of detail 
work in connection therewith. 


Texas Income Tax Killed 


The Texas house of representatives 
Monday definitely killed a proposed 
state income tax law on individuals and 
corporations by a vote of 55 to 59. The 
house then adopted a motion to recon- 
sider and table, so all possibility of such 
legislation at this session is ended. The 
session will automatically close July 2. 


Doscher Working in Oklahoma 


Charles H. Doscher, field representa- 
tive of the National Association of In- 
surance Agents, is spending several 
weeks in Oklahoma working with the 
Oklahoma Insurors in augmenting the 
Oklahoma membership. 


Amend Texas Truck Cover Law 


AUSTIN, TEX., June 26.—Cancellable 
policies of insurance on property trans- 
ported by motor trucks in Texas are 
permitted under a house bill passed 
finally Monday by the house of represen- 
tatives. The bill amended the law plac- 
ing regulation of motor trucks under the 
railroad commission. The old law stipu- 








lated non-cancellable policies and the 
insurance companies did not want the 
business. 


Will Make Investigations 


John L. Carter has been appointed spe- 
cial investigator to assist W. E. Floyd, 
Arkansas insurance commissioner, in the 
investigation of arson cases. Mr. Car- 
ter was formerly assistant attorney gen- 
eral of Arkansas. His appointment is 
very pleasing to the fire insurance inter- 
ests and business interests generally of 
the state. 


Large Amusement Park Blaze 


In its fourth serious fire, the amuse- 
ment park at Lake Worth, near Fort 
Worth, Tex., lost more than $600,000 of 
building and equipment last week. The 
park amusement devices were owned by 
the Indian Lake Amusement Company 
of Belfontaine, O. 


Inspecting Tulsa Hospitals 


TULSA, OKLA., June 26.—Under the 
direction of J. B. Murray, manager of 
the Tulsa branch of the Oklahoma In- 
spection Bureau, a general inspection of 
Tulsa hospitals is under way. The move- 
ment is in cooperation with the nation- 


wide inspection launched by the Na- 
tional Board to prevent a recurrence of 
the Cleveland Clinic disaster. Mr. Mur- 
ray is assisted by W. S. Bizzell and H. R. 
Durall of Oklahoma City.

Residence fires in Dallas the past 
week have cost $40,000. Four in South 
Dallas and a like number in Oak Cliff 
were completely destroyed and two more 
badly damaged.

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| SPRINGER ADDRESSES AGENTS 


Assistant Manager of Kentucky Actu- 
arial Bureau Tells Association 
Members of Rating Work 


LOUISVILLE, June 26.—Charles E. 
Springer, assistant manager of the Ken- 
tucky Actuarial Bureau, addressed the 
Kentucky Association of Insurance 
Agents here this week. He said that 
insurance is a complicated business and 
the man today who makes a success in 
the insurance business must necessarily 
be one of the highest type. He told of 
the work of the actuarial bureau in mak- 
ing rates and preparing schedules. 

Mr. Springer said that insurance is 
a mystery to many. “You deliver your 
policy to your insured and he never 
reads it and doesn’t know the conditions 
of his contract,” he said. “I firmly be- 
lieve that if the average insured would 
learn more about the insurance business, 
become better acquainted with it, much 
of the present day antagonism would 
disappear.” He said when service men 
were sent to a town to check up with 
the insured on the possibility of making 
improvements, thereby reducing rates, 
the results were remarkable. “It is 
astonishing,” he said, “at times to see 
how lightly the insured treats a serious 
hazard until his attention is specifically 
called to it. Then he is generally wiil- 
ing to follow any suggestion to improve 
conditions.” 

Most of the actuarial bureaus, accord- 
ing to Mir. Springer, employ graduate 
engineers as inspectors. “With the pres- 
ent day complications of every kind in 
construction and hazard,” he said, “it 
takes a high class young man to fill the 
bill. He must determine the thickness 
of walls, determine how to treat mixed 
construction, must understand the na- 
ture of many operations and their haz- 
ards; in fact, he must be an architect, 
chemist, electrician, etc.” 


May Drop to Lower Class 


FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA; June 26. 
—Because of the action of the city com- 
missioners in suggesting that two of the 
three fire stations in the city be closed, 
Fort Lauderdale faces a possible loss of 
first-class fire insurance rating. Neal 
Brock of Miami, manager of the rating 
bureau of the Southeastern Underwriters 
Association, declared that if Fort Lauder- 
dale drops to second class, increased 
premiums would amount to between 
$40,000 and $50,000 annually. If the city 
goes to third class, the increase would 
be not less than $100,000 annually.

Declares That Low Loss Ratio 
Demands Less Cost 


Insurance Commissioner Boney of 
North Carolina states that his common- 
wealth is paying too much for tornado 
insurance. He took the matter up with 
the Southern Tornado Association and 
understood relief would be granted. He 
says that this has not been done and, 
therefore, it will force him to carry the 
issue to the legislature. Col. Boney 
says that the loss ratio in North Caro- 
lina from windstorms runs 14.8 percent. 
In Florida during the last fire years the 
loss ratio has been 455.4 percent. Georgia 
16.3 percent, Virginia 18.9 percent, Ala- 
bama 13.7 percent, Tennessee 35.3 per- 
cent, South Carolina 67.3 »ercent. Col. 
Boney declares that his state and others 
in the southern belt are being taxed too 
much. South Carolina and Florida are 
the high loss ratio states, especially 
Florida. He declares that 46 percent 
would be a fair loss ratio on this class 
of business. 


Rating Bureau Meets 


JACKSON, MISS., June 26.—Ninety- | 


five direct writing companies—a gain of 
16—are members of the Mississippi 
State Rating Bureau, according to the 
report of Lloyd T. Wheeler, manager, 
at the annual meeting here last week.

A ruling of special interest to fire 
companies is that of the supreme court 
of Alabama in Mary B. Cook vs. Con- 
tinental. 

A part owner of a building in Mont- 
gomery sued on a fire policy to recover 
for damages to the building from dyna- 
mite used by the fire department to 
check the spread of a fire. In the trial 
it was ruled that the policy covered loss 
from fire only and the case was decided 
in favor of the Continental. However, 
the case was appealed and the supreme 
court remanded the case, ruling that 
when an explosion is brought about to 
prevent the spread of fire on property 
covered by insurance, then the company 
insuring the property is liable.

Under the terms an inspector can go 
over any business plant, chart its un- 
necessary hazards in the way of accu- 
mulations of trash, of inflammable ma- 
terials not essential to the ordinary 
conduct of a business and can order 
correction within 24 hours.

Massachusetts Commissioner’s 
Tenure of Office Depends on 
Auto Rate Action 


IS STILL A “HOLDOVER” 


Won’t Get Permanent Appointment Un- 
less Compulsory Liability Sched- 
ules Suits Powers That Be 


BOSTON, June 26.—Massachusetts, 
which focused unpleasant attention on 
itself last September by the forced re- 
signation of Commisstoner Wesley E. 
Monk, because “political expediency” 
demanded that he promulgate rates for 
compulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance not justified by the experience in 
the state, now promises to furnish an- 
other similar demonstration of political 
interference with the insurance depart- 
ment and the making of compulsory lia- 
bility rates. 

When Commissioner Monk was 
forced to resign last September he was 
succeeded in office by Merton L. Brown, 
then city solicitor of Malden and a law- 
yer of that city. Governor Fuller ap- 
pointed him for a three-year term. The 
attorney-general, however, held the gov- 
ernor had exceeded his authority in ap- 
pointing the new commissioner for three 
years and that the appointment could 
only be for the unexpired term of Mr. 
Monk, to April 7, 1929. Now April 7 has 
come and gone, some two months or 
more, and Commissioner Brown is still 


a holdover appointee and has not been 
given the three-year term. 


Tenure Depends on Rate Action 


In an interview some weeks ago Gov- 
ernor Allen stated he did not intend to 
make a permanent appointment until the 
present commissioner “had demon- 
strated his efficiency” in that office. The 
Statement aroused some comment but it 
has not been amplified or explained 
Since and the appointment has not 
come. In the meantime Commissioner 
Brown is in a position of losing his 
Private law practice and other connec- 
tions and at the same time has no assur- 
ance that he will remain permanently, 
or for three years, in the commission- 
er’s job. There seems to be very gen- 
eral approval of the present commis- 
sioner, both from the other members of 
the insurance department and from 
those having contact with the depart- 
ment. He has made no appeal to the 
governor for a permanent appointment 
and will not do so. At the same time 
he feels that he should remain in the 
office to which he has been appointed 
and fulfill its duties to the best of his 
abilities. 

Inquiry about the state house gener- 
ally brings the intimation that the com-

To Penalize Bad Records 





Amendment to Connecticut Motor Vehicle Financial 
Responsibility Act Will Inflict Extra Charges on 
Those Without Standard Experience 





1, Connecticut automobile owners will 
be divided into five general classes, ac- 
cording to their record for safe or un- 
safe driving, with five different rate 
schedules for automobile public liability 
and property damage insurance. The 
last legislature, in amending the state 
motor vehicle financial responsibility 
act, provided three of the classifications. 
The fourth consists of the standard 
rates, while the fifth was promulgated 
some time ago by a majority of the cas- 
ualty companies operating in the state 
in the form of a merit rate. 


Declaration to Motorists 


The amendment is in effect a declara- 
tion to motorists in the state that it 
pays to drive with care. It is a move 
to reduce Connecticut’s motor vehicle 
accident toll, which last year took the 
lives of 459 persons, an increase of 
nearly 29 percent over the preceding 
year’s.automobile accident death record. 
The amendment’s creation of three 
classifications of drivers, on the basis of 
driving records, was made possible by 
the data of the state motor vehicle de- 
partment. 

The law provides, as it has for sev- 
eral years, that the motor vehicle com- 
missioner may require evidence of 
financial responsibility from any owner 
or driver whose car has been involved 
in an accident causing personal injury 
or property damage in excess of $50, or 
certain motor vehicle laws. Such evi- 
dence of financial responsibility may be 
in the form of an automobile public lia- 
bility and property damage insurance 
contract, a corporate surety bond, a 
personal surety bond, or cash deposit 
with the state. Practically everyone 
from whom the motor vehicle commis- 
sioner has required such evidence in the 
past has availed himself of the insur- 
ance method, this form being the most 
convenient way of complying with the 
law. 

Merit Rating Plan 


Up until March of this year everyone 
who carried automobile liability and 
property damage insurance paid rates 
that were determined by the insurance 
loss record of the owners of similar 
types of cars in the rating territory in 
which a person lived and drove his car 
the greater part of his time. In March 
the majority of insurance companies 
adopted a plan which gave a 10 percent 


and property damage rates to private 
passenger car owners who had enjoyed 
a safe driving record for two years.

Standard Rates Filed 


Under the new act, practically all 
companies will file a standard scale of 
automobile public liability and property 
damage rates similar to that in use in 
Connecticut for some time. These rates 
will be charged to people who have 
driven motor vehicles less than two 
years and have not been required by the 
state motor vehicle department during 
that time to furnish evidence of finan- 
cial responsibility. The 10 percent credit 
or merit rate will be available to all pri- 
vate passenger car owners who have 
had good driving records for two years 
or more and who have not been required 
to furnish evidence of financial responsi- 
bility. 

Will Penalize Bad Records 


Other drivers, meaning all those who 
have been involved in accidents accord- 
ing to state motor vehicle records, or 
who have been convicted of major vio- 
lations of the motor vehicle laws, result- 
ing in the filing of proof of financial re- 
sponsibility, will be classified by the 
state motor vehicle department, and un- 
der such classifications insurance com- 
panies will be required to charge them 
10, 25 and 50 percent additional for their 
insurance. 

Under another section of the act pro- 
vision is made for reducing drivers from 
higher to lower classes, and for advanc- 
ing drivers from lower to higher classes. 


Careful Drivers Rewarded 


Under the operation of the 10 percent 
merit rate reduction, as based on good 
driving records, it has been estimated 
by statisticians of the Travelers that 
careful drivers will be rewarded by ap- 
proximately $500,000 during the current 
year in the way of reduced automobile 
insurance premiums. This saving, it is 
felt, will become even greater as the de- 
merits provided in the amendment to 
the state’s financial responsibility law 
become known and consequently serve 
to cause other drivers to operate their 
cars with more care. 


Other States Followed 


Connecticut was the first state to en- 
act a financial responsibility act apply- 
ing to all motorists, and the example 
has been followed by other states. Acts 
similar to the Connecticut law have 
been enacted in Vermont, Maine and 
Rhode Island, while New Hampshire 
also has a financial responsibility law, 
and in Massachusetts there is a compul- 
sory automobile insurance law. Within 
last few months the other states

Indemnity of 
America Sold 


Entire Stock of St. Louis Com- 
pany Bought by Col, Fred 
Fleming and Associates 


HELMICK TAKES CHARGE 


Former Missouri Department Official, 
Lately With Central Surety, Made 
Secretary and Directing Head 


ST. LOUIS, June 26.—Plans for a 
complete reorganization and refinancing 
of the Indemnity Company of America 
with a view of making it one of the 
largest automobile insurance companies 
in this country are being perfected by 
Col. Fred W. Fleming of Kansas City, 
Mo., and associates, who on June 21 
purchased all of the capital stock of the 
company. For the present at least the 
home office will remain in St. Louis. 

A. J. Helmick of Kansas City, for five 
years connected with the Missouri in- 
surance department, will become secre- 
tary of the company and be the direct- 
ing head of its organization. In recent 
months he has been with the Central 
Surety of Kansas City, of which Colonel 
Fleming is president. 


May End Receivership Suit 


The change of ownership of the In- 
demnity Company is expected to termi- 
nate the receivership proceedings insti- 
tuted in the United States district court 
here. The company has until July 8 to 
show cause why a receiver should not 
be appointed. It is now in a position 
to convince Federal Judge Davis of its 
financial stability and of its willingness 
to pay promptly any just or legal claim 
against it. 

The receivership suit was brought by 
the three heirs of Ida Hatton of Texas, 
who died several months after being 
injured by an automobile driven by a 
policyholder of the company. Later the 
Texas court of civil appeals sustained 
a $7,500 judgment against F. L. Engler 
of Chicago, the policyholder, and since 
this ruling the heirs have been endeav- 
oring to compel the company to pay 
$5,000 under its policy. The company 
has denied liability and has refused pay- 
ment on that ground. 


Thompson Issues Statement 


Superintendent Joseph B. Thompson 
of Missouri, whose department has been 
examining the company, said Colonel 
Fleming would examine into the merits 
of the Hatton claim and if convinced 
that the company is liable under its pol- 
icy will quickly settle it. However, the 
new owners will not be stampeded into 
paying doubtful claims. 

In announcing the sale of the com- 
pany to Colonel Fleming and associates, 
Superintendent Thompson issued the

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Massachusetts Courts 
Clogged by Motor Cases 





In view of the announced purpose of 
representatives of Massachusetts to visit 
the head offices of casualty companies 
writing automobile liability insurance 
under the compulsory state statute of 
the commonwealth and check up on the 
experience, the subjoined, culled from 
a recent issue of the house organ of 
the Employers Liability, dealing with 
the growth of litigation in the state since 
the enactment of the compulsory law, 
is of timely interest: 

“Very recently some most interesting 
facts with respect to the operation of 
the Massachusetts experiment have 
come to light, and they have come from 
such a source that their authenticity can- 
not. be ‘questioned. In addition, they 
come from a source which must be ad- 
mitted to be free from prejudice. 


Completion of Judicial Council 


“In Massachusetts we have a judicial 
council which has certain definite duties 
under a statutory provision 
plish. They are supposed to look into 
the matter of how our courts are 
working and to consider generally our ju- 
dicial procedure and make recommenda- 
tions to the legislature for the improve- 
ment of it. This judicial council is made 
up of a retired justice of our supreme 
judicial court, the highest court in Mas- 
sachusetts, a retired justice of the su- 
perior court, a land court judge, a pro- 
bate court judge, a district court judge, 
and four highly reputable members of 
the bar, one of whom happens to be the 
president of the Massachusetts Bar As- 
sociation. 


Court Dockets Clogged 


“They refer to the fact that in one 
of their previous reports they called at- 
tention to the fact that our superior 
court, which is our trial court where 
jury sittings are held, was likely to be 
swamped, on account of the Massachu- 
setts act, with an influx of automobile 
cases. They say ‘that fear was only too 
well founded,’ and then they go on to 
quote some very interesting figures. 
They point out that for the five months’ 
period, from October, 1927, to Febru- 
ary, 1928, there were 4,201 more cases 
entered in the superior court than in the 
same period, October, 1926, to February, 
1927, and of this increase 4,093, or 97.4 
percent, were motor vehicle cases. 

“They go on to say, ‘stated in totals, 
there were 3,204 motor vehicle cases en- 





tered in the superior court during the 
period October, 1926, to February, 
1927, and 7,297 such cases during the 
same monthly period, 1927 to 1928. In 
other words, motor vehicle cases in- 
creased 127.7 percent, while all other 
cases increased only 1.6 percent.’ 


Commercialization of Claims 


“Could any figures be more impres- 
sive, or point out more conclusively the 
extent to which the act has been com- 
mercialized? This is but one of the 
interesting things pointed out in this 
report of the Massachusetts judicial 
council which makes a number of in- 
teresting recommendations to stop this 
commercialization. One of these relates 
to claims for personal injury being 
made where, in fact, none really exists, 
but which are made in order that prop- 
erty damage may be paid for. ‘There- 
fore they suggest if the compulsory law 


to accom- | is to be kept on the books that it be 


amended for this reason to include prop- 
erty damage. 

“All this suggests the fear that the 
Massachusetts act has created more ex- 
tended evils than the one it was intended 
to remedy.” 


Declares Merit Rating 
Plan Is Big Mistake 


Af the annual meeting of the West 
Virginia Association of Insurance 
Agents, a discussion arose as to the 
effects of the merit rating plan. C. W. 
Vierheller, state manager of the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty, declared 
that it was a big mistake to have such 
a plan as it opened the way for decep- 
tion. 

A. J. Kincaid of Montgomery said that 
some of the companies were applying 
the 10 percent reduction to fleets and 
commercial cars. The agents generally 
agreed that the merit rating plan had 
degenerated into a flat 10 percent re- 
duction for about everybody that ap- 
plied. 

R. P. De Van of Charleston regretted 
the fact that the agency forces were not 
considered when the companies decided | 
to put this plan into effect. He declared | 
that the whole thing is largely experi- 
mental. 





Want Compulsory Cover 
to Assure Hospital Fee 


Dr. Louis K. Burlingham of St. 
Louis, retiring president of the 
American Hospital Association, 
told the convention of that or- 
ganization at Atlantic City that 
hospitals throughout the country 
are inclined to favor compulsory 
insurance for automobile owners 
and drivers as a means of guaran- 
teeing the payment of hospital 
fees for emergency treatment. 











Water Damage Rates 
Reduced by Maryland 


Rates on water damage insurance 
have been reduced on two classes by the 
Maryland Casualty, one of the few com- 
panies that write this class. The rate 
for legal liability from water damage 
has also been reduced 

Very little of this class of business is 
written by agents and most of them will 
be surprised to learn that the manual 
for water damage and sprinkler leakage 
requires 33 pages. This is the size of 
the new manual issued by the Maryland, 
to replace separate manuals, one of 40 
pages on sprinkler leakage and the other 
of 29 pages on water damage. 

The water damage policy covers leak- 
age from the plumbing system, plumb- 
ing tanks, steam or hot water heating 
pipes and radiators, elevator tanks and 
cylinders, standpipes for fire hose, in- 
dustrial or domestic appliances, brine or 
ammonia refrigerating systems, refrig- 
erators or ice boxes, roofs, leaders and 
spouts, rain or snow driven or ad- 
mitted through broken or open windows 
and skylights. 

The rates are high without coinsur- 
ance, running from $3.30 to $10 per $100 
of insurance. The credit runs from 5 to 
10 percent for a 1 percent coinsurance 
clause to 89 percent for a 90 percent co- 
insurance clause. 





No Legislation in Florida 


Although a large number of bills af- 
fecting casualty underwriting interests 
were submitted at the regular and at 
the special sessions of the Florida legis- 
lature, none was enacted, opponents 
being able to convince the lawmakers 
as to the folly of the measures. While

Preliminary Steps Taken Toward 
Formation of National 
Association 


INITIATED AT DETROIT 


Luncheon Session Planned at Meeting 
of National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents There This Fall 


DETROIT, June 26.—At the annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Insurance Agents in Detroit next 
September a luncheon will be given by 
the Accident & Health Managers Club 
of Detroit in honor of accident and 
health men attending the convention, 
at which it is hoped to form the first 
national association of health and acci- 
dent agents, to take its place alongside 
the present national organizations of 
life, casualty and fire agents. 

Whether this organization comes into 
being next September or whether the 
idea is allowed to simmer for another 
year or two, depends upon the support 
pledged to the proposal between now 
and the national convention here in the 
fall. The Detroit accident and health 
men decided at their last meeting to 
take the initiative in proposing such an 
organization, feeling that there is a 
splendid opportunity to get together 
those who would be most interested in 
such an association. 


Invite All Local Clubs 


As a first move, it has been decided 
to hold an accident and health luncheon 
during the convention. All visitors to 
Detroit will be invited, through letters 
written to the accident and health asso- 
ciations in their own cities. These let- 
ters will be sent out shortly to all local 
associations of which J. P. Collins of 
the National Casualty home office here 
has any record. Mr. Collins is the pres- 
ent secretary of the Detroit club. But 
the Detroit sponsors are not sure they 
know of all the accident and health 
clubs that may exist, and are anxious 
to get in touch with as many as pos- 
sible. Should any be overlooked, their 
delegates would be welcome at the De- 
troit luncheon anyway. 

“Right now,” says Mr. Collins, “we 
are chiefly wondering how we can get 
in touch with all the accfdent and health 
clubs. That very fact—that we don’t 
know who or where the other fellows 
are—should be a convincing argument 
of the need for a national association. 
But there are others, too. The field is 
badly in need of uniform standards, of 
more and better cooperation, of the in- 
creased business that will come from a 
combined selling attack. Accident and 
health is a sort of neglected child in 
the insurance fraternity, and it is time 
the men in the business got together to 
do something about it. 

“Once started, I think that the na- 
tional body will find itself in a field of 
usefulness capable of great development. 
For one thing, it will provide a voice 
to speak for its membership, and for an- 
other, it will be a forum where we can 
thrash out our problems in the open. 
It would help to define and make known 
to the public just what accident and 
health insurance is. Everybody knows 
of life insurance, everybody knows of 
fire and automobile, but a great portion 
of the people never heard of accident 
and health. There is much work for a 
national association to do.”

missioner will not be given permanent 
appointment until he has prepared his 
1930 schedule of compulsory automobile 
liability rates, which must be issued on 
or before Sept. 1. In case they are sat- 
isfactory to the governor and council, it 
is expected he will receive his appoint- 
ment. If they are not, it is openly inti- 
mated that the governor will send in a 
new name for appointment as commis- 
sioner of insurance in Massachusetts. 
Under the existing conditions the gov- 
ernor will not be in a position of having 
to remove a commissioner or ask for his 
resignation. All he will have to do is 
to supplant the present commissioner by 
one who may be picked at random. 


Tension Steadily Increasing 


Undoubtedly, from the standpoint of 
the companies, the rates should be 
higher than they are and more generous 
provision should be made for acquisi- 
tion cost. But the general public in the 
higher rated district is demanding lower 
rates, the rural districts do not care to 
share with Boston the cost of its exces- 
sive loss ratio, the agents can not and 


will not stand a further cut in their 
commissions, and if lower rates are 
promulgated it is not unlikely that 


many of the substantial companies may 
withdraw from the state altogether, 
rather than endure stilt another year of 
increasing losses from the business. 

The situation is growing more. and 
more tense and will so continue until 
action is taken by the governor relative 
to the appointment of a commissioner, 
and the rates for 1930 are issued.

INTEREST IN HERNIA REPORT 





Wisconsin Commission’s Findings Par- 
ticularly Timely in View of Amend- 
ment Pending in Legislature 


MADISON, WIS., June 26.—With an 
amendment to the Wisconsin statutes 
pending in the legislature, which pro- 
vides that when an employe during the 
term of his employment discovers that 
he has a hernia, the fact shall be prima 
facie evidence that such hernia devel- 
oped while the employe was performing 
service growing out of and incidental to 
his employment, compensation insur- 
ance men are particularly interested in 
a report just issued on hernia cases 
which came up for compensation in 
Wisconsin in 1928. 

At present liability for compensation 
attaches if it is shown that a hernia was 
produced because of some hazard of the 
employment and that disability resulted 
from it. 

Almost 


invariably compensation 





claims on hernia cases are contested. 
Injured workmen are generally quite 
sure that the industry or some incident 
of the industry caused their condition, 
but an examination of past experience 
and a reading of medical testimony in 
hernia cases indicates that the cause of 
hernia is rarely free from doubt. The 
Wisconsin industrial commission says 
it has not observed any material differ- 
ence in the attitude of insurance com- 
panies as respects claims in hernia cases; 
that every company is ready to pay if 
the facts seem to show that in all proba- 
bility the industry is responsible for the 
condition, and where the facts indicate 
otherwise, each and every company, as 
a matter of right, maintains an attitude 
of non-liability. 
How Cases Were Disposed Of 


There were 328 contested hernia cases 
settled in Wisconsin in 1928. Of these, 
198 were dismissed at the order of the 
commission. In 125 cases the accident 
responsible for the hernia did not occur 
in the course of employment, and in 55 
cases the hernia was not due to any ac- 





cident. In 14 cases the employe aban- 
doned his claim and in four cases the 
employe acknowledged full settlement 
and made no further claim. 

Predisposition to hernia is by itself 
not a condition affecting liability under 
the workmen’s compensation act, as the 
supreme court of Wisconsin pointed out 
that if there is a definite mishap to an 
employe happening while performing 
service growing out of and incidental to 
his employment, proximately causing 
him physical injury and damaging re- 
sults, the misfortune is compensable un- 
der the workmen’s compensation law, 
though he was physically unsound at 
the time of the mishap and otherwise 
such results would not have been caused 
by the mishap. 


FATHER WHO EARNS $46 
WEEKLY IS “DEPENDENT” 


BALTIMORE, June 26—A father, 
although able to earn a weekly wage of 
$46.15, may still come under the depen- 
dency clause of the workmen’s compen- 
sation law, according to a decision just 
handed down by the Maryland court of 
appeals, in the case of William J. Har- 
ris vs. General Casualty. 

The son, who was 21 years old, was 
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injured while working for the States 
Engneering Company and on his death 
the father was awarded by the industria] 
accident commission $13.33 per week for 
764% weeks not to exceed $1,000. The 
single question in the case was that of 
dependency. The son was living with 
his father and stepmother. The father 
earned $46.15 weekly and the son $20. 

The court held that from the evidence 
it could be inferred that some of the 
things which the father had enjoyed by 
reason of the contribution of the son, 
and which were reasonably appropriate 
for one in the father’s station of life, 
were not within his means after the 
son’s contribution was no longer avail- 
able. 


Infected Injuries Increase Losses 


MADISON, WIS., June 26.—Eight per- 
cent of all compensable cases settled in 
Wisconsin in 1928 were reported as in- 
fected injuries, according to a report 
from the industrial commission of Wis- 
consin. Proper first aid treatment, it is 
pointed out, with subsequent medical 
eare if indicated, could have saved most 
of these cases from personal suffering, 
increased time loss and increased com- 
pensation cost. 

All injuries, no matter how small, 
should be reported for treatment, the 
report says, although experience shows 
that unless workers are requested to do 
so they will not report for what they 
deem scratches and small injuries. 

The percentage of infections in some 
industries was extremely large, includ- 
ing the meat products group, in which 
17 percent of all compensable cases 
settled were affected; milk products, 22 
percent; boot and shoe manufacturing, 
20 percent; carpenter shops, 22 percent; 
creamery machinery manufacturing, 20 
percent; automobile body manufacturing, 
18 percent; restaurants, 16 percent. 





Court Rules on Double Disabilities 


ST. PAUL, June 26.—Double disabili- 
ties under the Minnesota workmen's 
compensation act coming within the 400 
weeks provision relate only to total dis- 
ability of at least two members. 

This is the ruling of the supreme court 
in a case appealed to it from the indus- 
trial commission. The court modified 
the findings of the commission, which 
had denied an application for discon- 
tinuance of payments and had ordered 
additional compensation. The Southern 
Surety was the insurer. 





State in Doubt as to Action 


TOPEKA, KAN., June 24.—The state 
of Kansas has been in road building 
work only three months and already it 
has two claims for damages for injuries 
to employes of the state highway com- 
mission. The commission has not deter- 
mined what it will do. It may be in the 
market for a large amount of compensa- 
tion insurance. It may become a self- 
insurer and elect to come under the 
operation of the compensation law, and 
it may not make the election but simply 
determine to pay injured employes on 
the basis of the compensation law. The 
attorney general's office holds that any 
of these courses could be followed. 

The state can not be sued by individ- 
uals except with the consent of the state 
and it could refuse all liability for in- 
juries to employes if that seemed the 
proper course. But in the past the legis- 
lature has provided pensions for those 
killed in the service of the state and 
has paid regular sums to those who were 
permanently disabled. 


Attorneys Want Iowa Law Changed 


Attorneys of Iowa in attendance at the 
convention of the Iowa Bar Association 
at Marshalltown passed a_ resolution 
favoring a change in the workmen's 
compensation law so that courts may set 
aside the findings of the state industrial 
commissioner. At present the courts 
regard themselves bound by the holdings 
of the commissioner on a question of 
fact when supported by the evidence. 

Labor leaders have indicated that they 
will oppose any such change. 


Will Enter Other States 


Recently admitted to California and 
Illinois, the Public Indemnity, running 
mate of the Public Fire of Newark, will 
shortly seek entry into 10 other states.

Should Protect 
Private Business

ing it could not excuse the unwarranted 
trespass upon that which the state has 
recognized and licensed as a business, a 
business which it acknowledges must be 
protected and kept secure for its people. 
Experience of State Funds 


“Let me call your attention to the 
nemesis which has persistently followed 
these efforts at self insurance on the part 
of the states. Colorado initiated a sink- 
ing fund to replace fire losses in the 
year 1925. The sum of $40,000 was.an- 
nually appropriated, but the state had 
the usual trouble in balancing its bud- 
get, and the amount was not actually 
set aside. A $50,000 loss occurred and 
there was no money to rebuild. In 1927 
the legislature of Colorado substantially 
repealed the law of 1925. 

“Minnesota started a state institu- 
tional fire fund in 1913. By 1921 it had 
accumulated in this fund $250,000, but 
a $500,000 loss occurred. The state cap- 
itol in West Virginia burned a few 
years ago. The loss was $5,000,000, with 
no insurance. 

“The St. Louis board of education lost 
upwards of $1,000,000 of school prop- 
erty in the tornado of 1927. When the 
storm struck there was but $75,000 in 
the special “self-insurance” fund set up 
to replace windstorm losses. It was es- 
timated that the loss suffered would 
have paid the premiums on adequate in- 
surance for 100 years. 


Hag to Await Legislature 


“Texas carries its own fire insurance 
risks. A year ago a hospital for the in- 
sane burned, at a loss of $250,000. 
There was no way provided to take care 
of the patients in the hospital until the 
legislature of 1929 voted funds for re- 
building. 

“Last summer a hospital for the in- 
sane burned at Nashville, Tenn. The 
loss was $250,000, and the only insur- 
ance carried was a pro rata share of the 
state institutional fund, which at that 
time had but $125,000 of assets. 

“But these arguments have to do with 
dollars and cents. Persuasive as such 
arguments must be, let us not overlook 
the human element involved, those un- 
fortunate souls who must of necessity 
be confined in your public institutions. 
Much of the property owned by the 
state, the counties, and the cities, is de- 
voted to this purpose. The cash value 
of such property is great, but that cash 
value is nothing when compared with 
the safety and security of the inmates of 
those institutions. Humanitarian rea- 
sons demand that their lives be pro- 
tected from fire and casualty, and this 
protection can best be afforded by the 
regular and rigorous inspection of state- 
owned property on the part of the in- 
suring companies, by men trained in 
the work, by agents who know how and 
where to look for hazards, by engineers 
skilled in building construction and in 
fire prevention.” 


William Quaid Talks

was the first time I got the idea that 
the best return the buyer of fire insur- 
ance got out of his dollar premium was 
from the expense part of the dollar 
premium, rather than from the loss part 
of the dollar premium. 


Selling Cost Is Justified 


Now what I want to get across is, that 
if we pointed out to the buyer that the 
return he got on the expense, or in other 
words the manufacturing and selling 
cost part of the dollar premium was 
greater than on the loss part of the 
dollar premium, he would understand 
better the value of the article that he 
was buying. Take this country-wide 





selling cost of 22% cents and I will 
grant you that it may seem high, but I 
know of no money better earned or 
more justly earned than the selling cost 
part of the dollar premium, if the job 
is done well. 

To sum up, let me say that I most 
heartily believe that if we will get away 
from talking “rate,” that if we will 
look into our business from the view- 
point of manufacturing a commodity 
which (taking insurance as a whole) 
ranks sixth if not fifth in the volume of 
business done in the United States, if 
we will sell what we have to deliver 
in the expense part of the dollar pre- 
mium, if we will study the other man’s 
business so that we may be able to 
discuss insurance in the language that 
one understands, so that he may com- 
pare insurance costs with his own busi- 
ness, then we will have a “public 
relations” facility and ability that will 
do more for insurance than any country- 
wide advertising campaign. It will make 
the community openly acknowledge the 
confidence which it has in insurance 
and which confidence it demonstrates 
when it buys sufficient insurance to make 
insurance the great business that it is 
today.

blanket covers of all kinds for big lines, 
which are chiefly interested in securing 
a proper and safe cover though also, but 
secondarily, in low rates. 


Residue Unprofitable 


“When cream is thus skimmed by our 
Own associates in our own organiza- 
tion,” pointed out Mr. Tupper, “we come 
back to the same problem of residue of 
average and low class business on 
which rates are not and have never been 
adequate.” Mr. Tupper touched on the 
Interstate Board and its methods and 
on specialized companies, mutuals, 
reciprocals, etc. 

Control of rates by states will mean 
an increase in rates as well as taxes, 
stated Mr. Tupper, who said that state 
control always seems ready to reduce 
rates on profitable classes but never to 
increase charges on unprofitable lines 
without a contest. The average is stead- 
ily down, but there is one very bright 
spot, said Mr. Tupper, and that is that 
rates must be made on an average ex- 
perience. This, however, must be al- 
ways poisoned by the foolish under- 
writing of the “weak sisters” among the 
companies. The only salvation, Mr. 
Tupper set forth, is sound underwriting 
on the part of responsible companies, 
who should always be able to beat the 
average a point or two, 


Must Reduce Loss Expense 


Mr. Tupper also stated that loss ex- 
pense must come down, and cited the 
new plan of the National Board with 
regard to adjustments. “Loose pay- 
ments of losses to please agents and as- 
sureds must be further controlled,” ad- 
vised the speaker. At the same time, he 
said, “the construction of the fire con- 
tract should be always on broad and 
liberal lines, which is a proper relation- 
ship to maintain with the public.” 

Turning toward the future, Mr. Tup- 
per said that it is openly charged by 
many prominent in the fire insurance 
business that “we have lagged behind 
in meeting modern developments. We 
should supply the needs of legitimate 
business. Only through firm organiza- 
tion and a preservation of good faith 
among ourselves, may we progress, and 
this is impossible if we are continually 
suspicious of each other.” 


Intelligent Officials Will Survive 


The careful, intelligent official or 
field man will be the ultimate survivor, 
contended Mr. Tupper. The sound un- 
derwriter and the constructive field man 
will be the powers in the business. The 





well rounded individual who combines 
the quality of selecting as well as de- 
veloping profitable business is the ideal 
toward which the business should work. 

“Listen to the needs of agents and 
public,” urged Mr. Tupper. “If eco- 
nomically sound, try to fill them satis- 
factorily. If unsound, do not hesitate 
to say so without further reason than 
that ‘it can not be written profitably,’ 
and the company is in business for a 
profit. A refusal, backed by logic, gains 
respect which lasts long after the tem- 
porary accommodation of a foolish act 
is forgotten.”

tional association’s changing conditions, 
the American agency system, and co- 
operation in general. 

At the morning session three papers 
were read. Richard R. Williams of 
Louisville covered the subject of merit 
auto rating, which while forced in the 
industry, is gradually expected to work 
out, although considerable experience 
will be needed to prove up best meth- 
ods of procedure. At any rate it was 
held to be a step in the right direction, 
one that would aid the agent in meeting 
cut throat competition, and which would 
better satisfy the careful driver type of 
assured. 


Springer Gives a Talk 


Charles E. Springer, of the Kentucky 
Actuarial Bureau, had an excellent pa- 
per, detailing the functions of the bu- 
reau, how it maintains eight offices in 
the state in order to give the agents and 
companies service, and how it was will- 
ing at any and all times to do its ut- 
most to aid the agent. Mr. Springer in- 
dicated throughout his talk a willing 
and kindly spirit, for the betterment of 
underwriting practices. 


Address on Farm Insurance 
A short paper was delivered by James 
M. Huber, of Lebanon, Ky., on the sub- 


ject of “Farm Insurance,” in which he 
contended that the farmer while down 


now, would come back, and how his 
business in good times was wanted, 
whereas companies have been with- 


drawing, and not wanting the farmer’s 
business in the lean years. During the 
same period of famine farm properties 
have declined considerably in value, 
some farms today being priced at $10,- 
000, whereas that much insurance was 
carried on the buildings alone when 
values were up. Mr. Huber contended 
that the companies could not afford to 
overlook the farmers, whose annual re- 
placements run into heavy sums. He 
also contended for greater fire preven- 
tion work for the farmer. 


President Wilson’s Address 


President Harry B. Wilson in his an- 
nual address spoke of accomplishments 
this year, formation of four local 
boards, and increase to 169 active mem- 
bers in the body. He advocated effort 
for an agents qualification low before 
the next session of the legislature; a 
safety drivers law, and spoke on merit 
rating, installment payment of premi- 
ums, and other new things that have 
come out during his term of office. 

The early part of the morning ses- 
sion was devoted largely to routine re- 
ports. Frank H. Brown of the Louis- 
ville Board welcomed the visitors on 
behalf of the agents; Norman I. Tay- 
lor, first vice-president, Burnside, Ky., 
made the response. Lew Ullrich, secre- 
tary to Mayor Harrison, represented the 
mayor, who has been too ill to talk. 
Joseph H. Gausepohl, secretary, deliv- 
ered his report. Satisfactory progress 
has been shown over the year in every 
respect. 

President Wilson in his address called 
attention to the coming meeting of the 
general assembly in 1930, and need for 
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getting started early on the agency 
qualification law and other bills which 
the agents wish to see enacted. 

The annual banquet was held last 
night, with but two speakers scheduled, 
these being Clell Coleman, auditor ot 
the state, who has supervision over the 
state insurance department, and Robert 
Friend, an attorney of Irvine, Ky. 


Discussed Merit Rating 


R. R. Williams of Louisville discussed 
the merit rating system. He held that 
the subject contained so many ramifica- 
tions that an unlimited amount could be 
written about it, and that he could but 
sketch a few of its many phases. He 
pointed out the outstanding advantages 
and disadvantages, along with the belief 
that it was unfortunate that the idea 
had been catapulted into the situation 
so precipitately, through action of one 
company, followed by the others, show- 
ing good wisdom instead of engaging 
im a civil war, and thus living to fight 
another day. 

Four Advantages 


Mr. Williams 


favoring 


listed four reasons 
such a method; and as many 
against, these being generally known. 
He contended that the system would 
satisfy the careful driver, who feels that 
he is being overcharged for the careless 
one, and that will create a _ certain 
amount of favor for the plan, but the 
only answer to the problem is a fair 
trial and results. The plan is considered 
as imperfect by most students, but a 
step in the right direction, with every 
indication that certain conclusions will 
be developed that will result in improve- 
ment, and crystalization of defects and 
virtues, from which a fund of valuable 
knowledge will be developed. 

He contended that there were many 
inequalities in the plan, as in the case 
of the owner who through a $4 property 
loss, loses his credit, and pays the same 
rate as the owner who has had a fatal 
accident. However, it will aid in a 
slight way to meet cutrate competition. 
Again the plan may reduce losses and 
stop the talk of needed increase in rates. 


Wants Qualification Law 


W. A. Reisert, reporting for the legis- 
lative committee, suggested enactment 
of an agency qualification law, along 
lines approved by the National Agency 
Association, National Board, and insur- 
ance commissioners, but with the addi- 
tion that distinction be drawn as be- 
tween agent and solicitor. The report 
also suggested that section 762 A 20, 
Kentucky Insurance Laws, providing 
that insurance be written through an 
agent licensed in the state, be re-written 
to provide for countersigning of policies 
by the duly licensed agent. 

Frank D. Smith, Nicholasville, Ky., 
reporting for the Fire Prevention Com- 
mittee, told of some experiences at Lex- 
ington, Ky., and the work that is being 
done in the state, and suggested greater 
effort to interest the progress commis- 
sion, textbook commission and other in- 
terests in fire prevention. 


Would Welcome Conference Committee 


G. H. Parker, manager of the Ken- 
tucky Actuarial Bureau, remarked that 
there had been some discussion of for- 
mation of a conference committee of 
the state association to operate as be- 
tween agents and bureau, and that he 
would welcome such an organization. 

Clem E. Wheeler, assistant western 
general agent of the Hartford Fire, Chi- 
cago, who has had more than 35 years’ 
association with Louisville and Ken- 
tucky agents, held that the future was 
in the hands of the loyal agents, but 
that business can not be done as it was 
done 15 or 20 years ago. He said that} 
the agent today must keep inforined; 
that business methods are changing too 
fast, and the agent must give the as- 
sured service, or else some other agent 
will give him something new and better, 
resulting in a company losing business 
it has had for a long time. In conclu- 
sion ‘he contended that the agent must 
be a better agent and maintain the prin- 
ciples of the American agency system. 
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CLASH OVER THE INSURANCE 


Litigation is Likely Because of Peculiar 
Features in Death of Attorney 
W. H. Latta 


Litigation may arise over the accident 
insurance carried by W. H. Latta, 
prominent Indianapolis attorney, who 
was killed the night of June 12 when 
a Monon train hit his automobile at a 
crossing near Carmel, Ind. He took out 
$80,000 in accident insurance a week be- 
fore his death. At his request the 
policies were delivered to him June 10. 
He applied for $150,000 but was unable 
to secure that sum because the com- 
panies were not able to deliver the 
policies on the date specified. He had 
$85,000 in accident insurance altogether. 
The insurance companies hint at suicide. 
He applied for his accident insurance 
June 6, the day he wrote his freak will 
in longhand. In this will he sought to 
create a fund of $160,000,000 to be ex- 
pended 200 years hence. 

Three accident policies, two for $30,- 
000 each and one for $25,000 were taken 
out June 6, six days before the accident. 
The two larger policies were written 
by the Hartford Accident & Indemnity 
and the Employers’ Liability, while the 
United States Casualty held the $25,000 
policy. The Hartford also had insured 
him for $5,000 more than 35 years ago. 

The automobile in which Latta was 
killed was standing still on the tracks of 
the Monon railroad without lights when 
struck by the train, members of the 
crew testified at an inquest. 

Mr. Latta was one of the organizers 
of the Hoosier Casualty of Indianapolis 
and. was still a director and one of the 
large stockholders in that company at 
the time of his death. He was in at- 





tendance with the late C. H. Brackett 
of that company at one of the prelim- 
inary meetings of accident and health 
company officials which led to the organ- 
ization of the old Detroit Conference. 


Probe “Wildcatting” in Alabama 


An investigation into the operations 
of fly-by-night and bogus insurance and 
“burial associations,” said to be active 


in Birmingham, has been launched by 
the Alabama Woman's League for 
White Supremacy. Many frauds al- 
leged to have been perpetrated on 
Negroes and industrial whites have 
been reported.

ings invested in grain elevators at 
economically strategic points in produc- 
ing sections. It happened that a few 
years ago | was closely associated with 
him, in a personal and not in a business 
sense, at the time that the spring wheat 
crop from the Dakotas was coming on 
the market. In order to handle it quickly 
and efficiently, that it might not rot from 
exposure and its producers suffer loss, 
he went into the financial houses of the 
country and floated loans totaling $30,- 
000,000, almost twice his capital. 


Fire Insurance Bulwark 


“This is only one concern about 
which, by merest chance, I happen to 
know. Other concerns were doing like- 
wise. The securities for those loans, 
next to the character of the man making 
them and the business integrity of his 
firm, was the grain stored in the ele- 
vators that had been built with his 
invested capital. He could not have bor- 
rowed a nickel on all that grain or all 
that property had the financial institu- 
tions not had the evidence that back of 
it all and back of his personal integrity 
stood the stock fire insurance companies 
with their great reserves and their re- 
insurance treaties. 

“Had he not been able to borrow this 
$30,000,000, and had those in the same 
line of business not been able to make 
similar borrowings of greater or less 
magnitude, the money would not have 
been available to purchase the wheat 
crop and transport it to these elevators 
at the central shipping points. Had that 
money not been available the producing 
farmer, with no adequate storage facili- 
ties of his own, would inevitably have 
lost in large measure the returns on his 
year’s toil. You know what it means 
when you recall that the North Dakota 
output of wheat alone carries a value of 
$147,315,000 (Great Northern Railways 
statistics). 

Government Gives Aid 


“For several years now there has 
been discussion of the economic prob- 
lem summed up in the now familiar 
term ‘farm relief.’ A special session of 
Congress was called by the new admin- 
istration to act specifically upon this 
question, and the plan that was devised 
to conform to the ideas of President 
Hoover is now known to all. 1 want to 
point out that, basically, it is a gigantic 
marketing program with governmental 
aid for the cooperatives. 

“The very protection that the great 
private grain corporations find neces- 
sary for their elevators and for grain 
that they store therein is equally essen- 
tial for the cooperatives. If they do not 
have it, the producing farmer loses if 
fire or wind comes and so, as the new 
machinery goes into operation, he is 
vitally interested in the proper protection 
of this business that you represent. 

Insurance Aids Marketing 


“Farm leaders also point out that if 
the individual farmer producing grain on 
a large scale could arrange for adequate 
granaries or elevators on the farm he 
would promote orderly marketing and 
it would be possible for him to hold 
kis grain until he could market it at a 
profit instead of being compelled to 
throw it on the market as it was har- 
vested. 

“This phase of the problem is getting 
more into the front of the picture as the 
combination harvester and thresher be- 
comes more widely used. Under this 
plan thousands of bushels of grain, ac- 
cording to leaders of farm organizations, 
are being dumped out on the ground 
because of lack of farm storage. Stu- 
dents of the problem hold that where a 
farmer or a group of farmers grow a 
large enough acreage to justify the use 
of a combined harvester and thresher, 
they should have adequate storage facili- 
ties on the farm. Some farm organiza- 
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tions have worked out costs for such 
small granaries and elevators and their 
estimates run from $1,000 to $1,500. | 
do not hold myself competent to express 
an opinion as to the adequacy of those 
estimates, but I do know that this 
granary or elevator must have back of 
it a fire insurance policy wholly ade- 
quate to indemnify for its loss and for 
the loss of the grain within it or the 
producing farmer has lost not only his 
grain but the investment in the granary, 
Helps Farmer Meet Problems 


“It is admitted throughout the world 
that the American business man is the 
keenest that the world has ever known 
and that he has cut his overhead to the 
minimum. Surely this force, which his 
best judgment and ‘his actual experience 
over a long period of years have proven 
an absolute essential, needs no further 
endorsement as something that the farm- 
er needs directly likewise. This force 
will help the farmer meet his problem 
just as it has helped all other businesses, 
and it will help him devise ways to hold 
the investment cost represented by the 
premium down to the absolute minimum, 

“All this is an added service that the 
farmer may command. It will come, if 
these marketing plans go through, in 
addition to the service it is already 
rendering in protecting the grain as a 
security for loans that the grain buyer 
makes in order to pay the farmer for 
the crop produced.” 


Tied in With Economie Situation 


Near the conclusion of his address 
Mr. Wilbur pointed out how the farm- 
er’s profit and loss accounts are tied in 
with the economic situation throughout 
the world. He said: 

“There is not a student of the farm 
problem who does not say that the crux 
of it all is the agricultural surplus. The 
American farmer is such an efficient 
producer that he brings forth, even on 
a shrinking acreage, more wheat than 
America and the live stock in America 
can consume. He must ship abroad, 
and one phase of the whole agricultural 
problem that means so much is the play 
of the world price of wheat upon the 
domestic price. How to solve that prob- 
lem I leave to those who are making 
it a life study. But it is absolutely 
essential to the farmers of America that 
the seaways of the world be kept open at 
all times. This brings us directly to one 
of the great functions of government. 

“When government invades the field 
of business and assumes the role of a 
sort of Christmas tree with presents for 
everybody, it rapidly ceases to function 
properly in its true sphere and it sub- 
stitutes for protection of its citizens and 
their rights and their properties a sort 
of Santa Claus antic that gets no one 
anywhere. There is work enough for it 
to do, and not the least is the work of 
keeping our seaways open that your 
wheat may go unhampered to all parts 
of the world no matter how the other 
countries of the world may be clashing.”

Banks Likely to Lose Money Because 
of Loans to Irresponsible 
Road Builders 


NEW YORK, June 26.—Speaking at 
the annual convention of the New York 
State Bankers Association at Toronto, 
William M. Collins, vice-president of the 
Associated General Contractors of 
America, warned the bankers that they 
may subject themselves to severe losses 
through loaning to irresponsible road 
contractors. He asserted ‘that half of 
the contractors accepting New York 
road work are not properly qualified, 
and urged the adoption of a law for 
their proper grading. The A. G. C. of A. 
has long sought to have the surety 
underwriters list the alleged responsible 
and the irresponsible contractors. This 
action the surety men have steadfastly 
declined to take, holding that a new 
entrant into the field should not be dis- 
criminated against because he was new, 
nor on the other hand was age merely 
a guarantee of responsibility. Some of 
the heaviest losses suffered under con- 
tract bonds by the surety companies 
come from contractors of ripened experi- 
ence and presumably possessed of strong 
financial resources. To gain a closer 
affiliation with surety men the contrac- 
tors’ association some months ago 
created a surety division, which a num- 
ber of the big companies joined, E. A. 
St. John, president of the National 





Surety, accepting the chairmanship of | 


the division.

While road contracts are let 
in the different states at various times 
throughout the- year, the particularly 
active seasons are the spring and the 
fall, when extensive repair work is 
undertaken and the opening of new high- 
ways determined upon. 


Considering Forgery Bonds 


NEW YORK, June 26—A sub-com- 
mittee of the blanket bond committee of 
the Surety Association of America is 
meeting in Baltimore today to consider 
certain changes in forgery bonds and in 
the forgery feature of Form 8 of the 
bankers’ blanket bond, these ‘thaving been 
suggested by the insurance committee 
of the American Bankers Association.

Released on Nebraska Bond 


LINCOLN, NEB., June 26.—The Ameri- 
can Surety has been released from all 
further liability on the bond of Secre- 
tary Van E. Peterson of the state guar- 
anty fund commission and also as surety 
for various members who had served as 
receivers of failed state banks. While 
the last legislature abolished the com-

The company inter- 
vened, setting up its liability in the mat- 
ter, and its desire to be relieved of any 
further obligations under the bonds. 
The court held that the act, while not 
free from ambiguity, intended that these 
funds and assets should go to the bank- 
ing secretary. 


County Treasurer $18,000 Short 


The accounts of A. H. Madding, county 
treasurer, at Nevada, Mo., who committed 
suicide the day he was to have made 
final settlement with the county court, 
are said to have been short $18,347. 
State Examiner B. N. Rosene has just 
completed a check up of Madding’s books. 
Madding was bonded for $90,000 and the 
surety companies have stated the short- 
age will be paid in full when the final 
official report of the audit is received. 


Contractor Bankrupt, Sureties Creditors 


ST. LOUIS, June 26—Elias A. Neu- 
man, construction engineer of St. Louis, 
has filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy listing liabilities of $697,854 and 
assets of but $12,200. Neuman stated 
that $351,510 of his debts are secured 











and $346,344 are unsecured. Of the lat.

Loses Case Against Bank 


LOUISVILLE, June 26.—The Royal In. 
demnity lost its case in the Kentucky 
court of appeals against the Louisville 
Trust Company in which H. G. Sluder, 
defaulting manager of the Louisville 
branch of the Credit Clearing House Ad 
justment Corporation, had deposited to 
his personal credit at the trust company 
funds belonging to his employer, and 
which he had been instructed to deposit 
with the Citizens Union National Bank, 

When the shortage came to light the 
Royal Indemnity paid the adjustment 
company the loss on Sluder’s bond. It 
then sued the trust company. The court 
held that a bank can not be expected 
to know whether deposits are personally 
owned or stolen. °
